MRS. PITZEL’S STORY IN TORONTO, 


Identifies the Bodies of Her Children Found 
Murdered There. 


Toronto, Ont., July 19.—[Special. |—At the 
inquest into the death of the Pitzel children 


today Mrs. Pitzel, though still weak and 


agitated, ventured to go to the mo where 
the bodies of her girls are lying — 
herself of their identity. She recognized 
them by the hair, the teeth, an abcess on the 
breast of one of them, and other sigas which 
would be ample evidence to a mother. 
The authorities had taken care that 

re was no publieity given to 
the inquest proceedings, and few 
— vo. officially connected with the in- 
quiry an newspaper men were t. 
Willis MacDonald, the boy who 2 
snake belongmg to the children in the St. 
Vincent street house last Christmas, was the 
first witness, The MacDonald family was 
living in the house fora month at that time, 
and the toy is of some importance as it is 
also identified by Mrs. Pitzel as having been 
owned by one of her girls. 

Mrs. Pitzel was then placed on the stand 
and gave her evidence in a voice hardly audi- 
ble. She called herself the widow of Benja- 
min Pitzel, formerly of Philadelphia, there- 
by showing she has abandoned any hope of 
her husband being alive. She met Holmes 
first in 1893 at Chicago ina restaurant at 
Sixty-fifth and Wallace streets. He was 
known then as Mr. Holmes, but he went by 
the name of Howard in St. Louis. She saw 
him in St. Louis about June or Juiy, 1894. 
It was in September, Mrs. Pitzel said, 
she was in Toronto when news of her hus- 
band’s death came. Holmes brought it to 
her. She cried and Holmes said she made as 
much fuss about it as if it were really true. 
He advised her to place the matter in the 
hands of Jephthah D. Howe, a lawyer, to see 
about the insurance. The managers of the 
Fidelity Mutual Life Insurance gompany at 
Philadelphia wired her to come on and 
identify the body. She was too sick to go. 
Lawyer Howe and Holmes went instead and 
took little Alice, her daughter, with them. 

At this point Coroner Johnson handed Mrs. 
Pitzel a picture of the children, which she 
identified with the tears streaming down her 
face. Continuing, she said the body of her 
husband was identified by Alice and the 
money paid to Howe, who retained $2,500 
as his fee, and handed her the rest. Holmes 
brought Alice back, and advised witness to 
visit her parents at Galva, III., and offered to 
take Howard and Nellie and put them at 
school in Indianapolis. 

Mrs. Pitzel’s Wanderings. 

Witness went to Galva Oct. 26. The two 
girls, Nellie and Alice, and the boy Howard 
went to Indianapolis Sept. 18. Sept. 28 she 
followed them with Dessie, aged 16, and the 
baby, 11 months old. They stopped some 
days in Chicago, and then Holmes joined 
them and took them to Detroit, where they 
arrived Oct. 14, stopping at Geisey’s Hotel. 


They remained until Oct. 18, when they left 


for Toronto, arriving the evening of the 
18th. She then detailed their movements 
in the city. Oct. 25 they took the

8:30 p. m. train to Prescott, and there 
crossed to Ogdensburg, N. Y. While in 
Toronto she saw Holmes nearly every day. 
Holmes was always promising that at each 
new place she should see her husband, She 
saw nothing of her children after they went 
away as she supposed to Indianapolis, but 
received letters from them asking to be 
allowed to come home, Holmes finally told 
her he was going to rent a house in Toronto 
and that her husband was coming up here 
from Montreal. Subsequently he told 
her he had taken the house, but there were 
two men watching thom, and she would not 
be able to see her husband without go- 
ing to Ogdensburg, They staid at 
Ogdensburg from Oct. 25 until Nov. 
1, when Holmes advised her gomg to 
Burlington. Vt., as Ogdensburg was too small 
a place. There she was to see her husband, 
They took a furnished house in Burlington at 
No. 126 Winooska street, and a few days 
later he told her again her husband was in 
Toronto and was coming right along. While 
they were at Burlington Holmes suggested he 
should take Dessie to Indianapolis and bring 
back Alice and she agreed. Nov. 18 
she left Burlington and went to Boston, 
where Holmes was then under arrest. 
Coroner Johnson then read depositions sub- 
mitted by Detective Grier at a previous ses- 
sion of the inquest. Mrs. Pitzel said the cir- 
cumstances detailed were correct so far as she 
knew. Witness said she had come to Toronto 
at the request of Geyer to identify the chil- 
dren, and had visited the morgue during the 
afternoon to do so, and she had identified 
both of them. Mrs. Pitzel was then removed 
lf fainting from the box.

Finally, as time rolled on and the relatives 
of the girls could get no trace of them, they 
communicated with an attorney named Maz- 
sey living at Fort Worth, Tex. This man 
set at work and soon found out the 
girl Annie Williams had reached Chicago, 
but her trunk, which had been sent to her by 
express from Midlothian. Tex., was still in 
the Wells-Fargo office in this city, addressed 
to Miss Annie Williams, No. 1220 Wright- 
wood avenue, and the express company had 
tried a dozen time’ to deliver the trunk, but 
had failed. It had been sent in care of Harry 
Gordon, but the company was unable to find 
any one named Williams or Gordon had 
ever lived in the house. At the time of 
Holmes’ arrest the fact that the Williams 
girl had never received the trunk was con- 
sidered proof positive that the girl had been 
done away with by the man she knew as 
Harry Gordon, 

Whatever has become of Annie Williams is 
still a mystery, but it has always been openly 
charged that Minnie Williams was forced to 
become an accomplice of Holmes. It has 
been proved that her property in Fort Worth, 
Tex., was used by him to further one of his 
swindling schemes, but whether it was done 
with her knowledge or not has never been as- 
certained. 

Under the name of O. C. Pratt, Holmes at 
one time visited Fort Worth. He showed a 
clear title to all property which Minnie Will- 
iams had owned in that town, and, following 
his usual course, he immediately drew 
as much money as a smooth tongue 
and gullible bankers would give him. Hav- 
ing borrowed this money on Wind he pro- 
ceeded to build a large house. With the airy 
currency he liquidated all claims made 
against him by workmen, contractors, 
and others. His confederate, Pitzel, 
was with him under the name of Lyman. 
Here in Chicago a man named Pat Quinlan 
was acting as care-taker for Holmes’ place in 
Sixty-third street. For some reason Holmes 
wanted Quinlan out of the place for a time,and 
by paying the man’s fareenticed him down to 
Texas, ostensibly to take charge of the new 
building. When Quinlan reached Fort Worth 
he found the new building consisted of a wag- 
onload of planks and a keg of nails. 

Quinlan objected a little, but Holmes as- 
sured him it was all right. The nails and the 
planks were going to be put together into one 
of the finest buildings Fort Worth ever had.

Authorities at Seymour, Ind., Believe She 
Caused Dollie Belknap to Seek the 
Death of Her Foster Parents Girl Un- 
der Arrest Appears to Be Partly Inno- 
cent Vietim- Evidence That Tends to 
Support This Theory—Interviews with 
the Two Girl other Northwest News, 


Seymour, Ind., July 19.—{Special.}—The 
network of evidence is being woven around 
Josie Derringer as the instigator of the 
poisoning of Mr. and Mrs. Fleming Sarver. 
Little Dollie Belknap appears to have been 
the innocent victim of a plot to get these old 
people out of the way and secure their prop- 
erty. Whether the Derringer gir! is alone 
in it or not remains to be seen. Nothing has 
developed as yet to implicate anybody else. 
A warrant was issued for her late last even- 
ing by County Coroner Scott and sent toa 
constable over in Jennings County, where 
she lives, to be served, She should have 
been taken into custody today, but through 
some complication of circumstances was 
not. Coroner Scott is unable to give any 
reason unless the Jennings County people 
do notintend to give her up. 

Dollie Belknap was seen.by THE TRIBUNE 
cerrespondent in her cell in the county jail 
at Brownston and when asked why she had 
got herself into such trouble replied: 

“I was led into doing it by another. Josie 
Derringer told me to doit. A week ago last 
Sunday she was over to our house and while 
there we got to talking about my position in 
the family, She asked me if I had been 
adopted and I said I had not been. Then she 
said: ‘Why don’t you get these people to 
make a will giving you their property or 
leave them. What do you want to stay here 
for, any how?’ Then she suggested the idea 
of giving them poison enough to make them 
sick, so they would think they were going to 
die and have Mr. Sarver make a will in my 
favor. ‘Do that and you and Hays Rebbins 
can then get married, build a new house out 
on the road, and have a horse and buggy.” I 
will come and live with you and we can have 
a good time. You know he has a logging 
team, and while he is out at work we can 
be riding around in the buggy enjoying our-~ 
solves.“ 

Innocent or a Great Actress. 

Dollie Belknap is innocent appearing, inno- 
cent acting, and either weak minded or a 
consummate “actress for one of her age. 
She does not know exactly what her age is, 
but every one says between 13 and 14 years, 
and certainly she does not look a day older. 
There has never been any display of intelli- 
gence on her part beyond her years. While 
talking she said she did not realize that 
she was doing anything wrong and certain- 
ly had no intentionof killing her foster pa- 
rents. However, she has never shed a tear 
over killing Mr. Sarver, expresses no regrets 
as regarding the condition of Mrs. Sarver, 
and spends most of her time singing 
childish songs. Her voice could be heard out 
in the streets, and when asked why she was 
so merry she said: 

O, Lam always that way.“ 

Josie Derringer is an entirely different 
girl, said to be full of schemes, is cunning and 
sharp, and ready to do anything that would 
seem to be to her advantage: She is about 
16 or 17 years old, the daughter of Richard 
Derringer, who lives in Jennings County, 
but for several years she has been earning 
her own livelihood as a domestic, most of the 
time in the family of Mrs. Bard, who lives 
on a farm adjoining that of the Sarvers. 

She and Dollie Belknap have been chums, 
so Dollie says, for three or four years. When 
they got to talking about making the old 
people sick and Dollie hesitated Josie got 
angry and urged her to do it without delay. 
Last Thursday Dollie went to Uniontown 
with some eggs and to buy lamp chimneys. 
After making her sale and purchase she had 
three cents left and asked Mrs. William 
Leigh, grocer’s wife, who waited on her, 
to let her have a box of poison, apply the 
three cents to the price, and charge the re- 

twelve to Mrs. Sarver. Mrs. Leigh 
charge, 


Take the Fatal Dose in Coffee. 

The family had not had any coffee for sev- 
eral days, but Saturday morning Mrs. Sar- 
ver made coffee for breakfast. Mr. Sarver 
drank a cup and a half of it and Mrs. Sarver 
drank half a cup. While Mrs. Sarver was 
still eating Mr. Sarver got up and walked 
away from the table. Directly Mrs. Sarver 
complained of a burning in her throat and 
remarked: 

“I believe. something has been done to 
us. 

Mr. Sarver replied that his throat hurt 
him and he felt queer. Mrs. Sarver immedi- 
ately drank all of the milk on the table and 
ran out to the smoke-house to get some 
more. Her husband followed. Mrs. Sarver 
tried to have him drink some milk, but he 
refused. Monday morning he died. 

Mrs. Sarver has recovered sufficiently to 
sit up and talk to her friends. When they 
commenced to get sick she told Dollie to run 
over and call Mr. Keith, one of their near 
neighbors. As soon as he arrived and saw 
the condition of things, as he testified be- 
fore the Coroner’s inquest, Mr. Keith made 
up his mind they had been poisoned. He 
went out into the yard and met Dollie and 
asked her what she had been doing to the 
old people, and she denied everything. At 
last she led him out in a little strip of woods 
and got the box of poison and admitted to 
having put a small quantity of it into the 
coffee, but she said then it was not her fault, 
and when asked by Mr. Keith whose fault it 
was named Josie Derringer. 

The Coroner and Sheriff Stillwell have 
learned since that Miss Derringer first re- 
vealed her plans to Dollie July 8, and Sun- 
day following that day Dollie says she re- 
ceived two letters signed by Hayes Robbins. 
The contents of one she remembered, to the 
effect that he said to her if she could get the 
property willed to her they would get mar- 
ried, build a new house, and hire Josie Der- 
ringer to do their work for them while they 
rode around having a good time. The other 
letter she says started off in the same way, 
whereupon she did not read all of it, and tore 
both of them up. She declares it was her 
firm belief that Josie had written both let- 
ters; that young Robbins knew nothing 
about them, and said she had never seen 
him in her life to know who he was, and that 
is why every one now thinks she was the 
tool of the scheming Derringer girl.

At the Coroner’s inquest both Mr. Keith 
and Griff Stradley, another neighbor, testi- 
fied they were in the room with Mr. Sarver 
about three hours before he died and Dollie 
asked him to forgive her for what she had

Then she went away crying and he said noth- 
ing more. 

At ‘the request of Mr. Sarver Mr. Stradley 
took Dollie aw to Crothersville, and on 
the road she told him the story, afterwards 
repeated to the Justice by her, and almost 
word for word as she gave it again to the 
reporter for THz Trisune. She is so much 
of a child that the officers hardly know 
where to take her or what to do with her. 
The Sheriff finally suggested that he could 
best take care of her probably until the 
matter had been fully investigated. She does 
not realize her position and does not seem to 
care much whether she is sent to the peni- 
tentiary or a reform school. No suggestion 
of punishment that has yet been made to 
her appears to have the slightest effect 
upon her mind, When she finished her 
story she went back to the rear part of the 
cell, sat down by a companion prisoner, 
and resumed her singing. She has all her 
clothes and playthings with her, and when 
asked if she had a picture of herself ran to 
her trunk to bring out one taken in a group 
of the school children. 

This is the only picture I have had taken,“ 
she said, since I was a little bit of a baby, 
and I don't think it looks a bit like me, 
either.

So far as Hayes Robbins is concerned, it 
does not appear that he was mixed up in the 
affair, except that his name was unwar- 
rantably used by Josie Derringer. He is de- 
scribed as an extraordinarily fine boy of 18, 
a model in his conduct and habits, a teacher 
and worker in the Sunday school, and so far 
above reproach that neither the officers of 
the law nor the citizens place any credence 
in the supposition that he schemed with the 
Derringer girl to ent Dollie and get her 
to commit a crime.

ATTAOK ON BLOOMERS IN THE 70. 
RONTO SOHOOL BOARD,

Trustee Bell Wants a Report on the Num- 
ber ef School Teachers Wearing the 
Costhme, and Makes.an Attack Upon It 
Which Brings Forth a Sharp Reply 
from a Woman Member of the Board 
After a Warm Discussion the Motion 
Is Lost, 13 to 6, 


Toronto, Ont., July 19.—([Special. ]—The 
public School Board last evening took up and 
debated until long after midnight Trustee 
Bell’s motion to ask from the inspectors the 
names of all female teachers who 
have deen riding bicycles in male 
attire, commonly called bloomers.” ‘Ihe 
storm of controversy that has raged 
around the subject since the notice of motion 
was put in might well have induced Mr, Bell 
to drop the subject, but he went ahead and 
said a good many things that were not pleas- 
aut to hear. Dr. Gullen, a woman member 
of the board, felt called upon te defend her 
sex against what she regarded as silanders, 
and got rather the best of the bout, the Bell 
motion being finally rejected by 13 to 6. 

It was after 11 o’clock when Mr. Bell gota 
chance to move his resolution condemnatory 
of the wearing of bloomers by public school 
teachers. He charged the dress was not 
modest. The bloomer costume would never 
be worn by women generally because it must 
be worn by a vell-formed woman, 
and three-fourths of the females of the coun- 
try were not well-formed and would not care 
to wear a dress showing this to be the case, 

Woman to the Rescue. 

Indignant and with flashing eyes Dr. Gullen 
sprang to her feet and asked the Chairman if 
there were no rules to require men to respect 
common decency in debate. 

To this Mr. Bell replied that he did not in- 
tend to go beyond the bounds of decency. 
Dr. Gullen retorted she had not been educa- 
ted in a medical college for nothing, but the 
discussion was certainly not decent or time- 
ly. Me. Bell said he was prepared to debate 
the matter with men, but there were females 
present and he would not proceed further. 

Mr. Roden took the floor, ridiculed the Bell 
motion, and said the bloomer would regulate 
itself. The motion should never have been 
introduced. 

The Chairman said Mr. Bell was entitled to 
some consideration for his courage at any 
rate. He then moved that to Mr. Bell’s mo- 
tion, That the inspectors be instructed to 
report at the next meeting of the teachers’ 
subcommittee the names of all female 
teachers who have been riding bicycles 
in male attire, commonly callei bloomers,”’ 
be added the words “Orwear toothpick 
shoes, colored hose, orcorns.’’ In serious 
words he began to argue for this, prefacing 
his remarks with an expressicn of belief that 
Mr. Bell was in earnest in his efforts and that 
he was a reformer. 

Lou don’t believe anything of the sort, 
shouted Mr. Bell, angrily thump.ng his desk 
with his fist. Don’t you ridicule me.“

Clinton, Ia., July 19.—[Special, ] —Chief

The Street Cemmissioner 
has refused to reduce the number on the pay- 
roll and the Mayor has no authority to dis- 
charge them, but tomorrow he will publish in 
the papers a notice that he will not affix his 
signature to any city warrants issued for any- 
thing except what he deems absolute necessi- 
ties. He also proposes to cut off every head 
in the various departments that can possibly 
be spared, and intimates that one of the paid 
fire departments may be disbanded. 

The fight is being made against the City 
Council and heads of several departments, 
who, he claims, will not assist bim in re- 
ducing the current expenses of the city. The 
trouble started in the Council last Tuesday 
night. The newly-elected Aldermen from 
the annexed territory were sworn in and 
Mayor Hughes in a speech to the Council 
told of the financial condition of the city. He 
said the monthly expenditures exceeded the 
receipts by $4,000 and called on the Council 
to assist him in curtailmg the expenses. The 
Council sat down on his retrenchment meas- 
ures. The Mayor, after consultation with 
legal talent, sprung tonight’s sensation in 
order to take from his shoulders the blame 
forthe alleged reckless expenditure of the 
city funds.

Clippings Carefully Arranged for the Pe- 
rusal of the Executive, 
Washington, D. C., July 19.—[Special.]— 
In the mail received daily at the White House 
there are upward of 250 newspapers from all 
parts of the world which prove invaluable 
aids in making up the history of an adminis- 
tration. These papers are carefully gone over 
by one of the clerks at the Executive Mansion 
for the purpose of obtaining material for 
scrap books intended for personal use by the 
President of the United States. There are 
numerous subjects embraced in these black 
bound receptacles, the principal heads under 
trhich they are grouped being messages and 
comments, tariff and finance, social and 
personal affairs, political topics, and foreign 
relations. Everything bearing upon either 
of these subjects is clipped and pasted 
in a book of the most improved and conven- 
ient pattern, with the name of the news- 
paper and date of publication. When an ad- 
ministration comes to a ciose the oe 
President takes his scrap books with him, 
they constitute well-nigh priceless worke for 
reference, being ar:an in chronological 
order. Besides the regular run of newspapers, 
clippings are made from journals sent to the 
President by publishers and proprietors who 
think the Chief Magistrate will be pleased at 
something they have said about himself or 
his administration. When ex-President Har- 
rison left Washington he carried with him 
upwards of one hundred and fifty of these 
scrap books, and his predecessor had nearly 
the same number among his persona! effects.

YOUNG, BAPTISTS HAVE A GREAT 
TIME AT BALTIMORE. 


Forty Women Overcome by Hot Weather 
and Religious Excitent, but Missionary 
Doctors Revive Them and the Confer- 
ence Goes On- Intense Interest Attaches 
to the State Reports President Chap- 
man of Illinois Reseated—Milwaukee 
Selected for the Next Meeting. 


Baltimore, Md., July 19.—|Special.}—The 
religious enthusiasm of the army of young 
Baptists now in possession of Baltimore 
seems to defy heat and fatigue. The whole 
10,000 of them appear to be as happy as a 
parcel of school children ona picnic. Forty 
young women were carried out of the big 
tent yesterday, overcome by the heat and re- 
hgious excitement, but eight Baptist doctors, 
com prising the hospital corps on the grounds, 
soon revived them, Yesterday the tempera- 
ture was nearly 100 degrees in the tent dur- 
ing services. Today a cool breeze from the 
northwest blew across Druid Lake and re- 
duced the temperature 20 degrees. under the 
canvas. Notwithstanding, this agreeable 
change, the doctors were kept fairly busy to- 
day. They had a score or more of young pa- 
tients, some of whom were affected by the 
heat and others, no doubt, by an overindul- 
gence in Maryland’s soft crabs and ice cream. 

Western delegutes are the most enthusiastic 
workers in the convention. The Northerners 
are quieter, and the Southerners, aside from 
the Texas delegation, are immovable, The 
Lone Star State people, however, are full of 
the revival spirit. 

“Immersed in God’s glory” was the fervent 
ejaculation ef a big Wisconsin fellow as he 
stood on the platform and looked down upon 
the thousands of bright-eyed girls and stal- 
wart youths. 

Truly this is a Baptist triumph.“ was the 
remark of a tall Iilinoisan who mingled his 
enthusiasm with that of his Wisconsin 
brother. Today as yesterday the proceedings 
of the great convention moved like clock- 
work, reflecting credit upon the Nationat and 
the local committees who have so ably man- 
aged the stupendous affair. .

PAN-AMERICAN OONGRESS, 


Three Papers Are Read at the Morning 
Sesslon- Dr. Rogers Insists on Having 
the Bible in SchoolseRev. D. N. Beech 
Gives a History of the “Cambridge 
Idea” of Municipal Reform- Charles R. 
Skinner of New York Speaks on Amer- 
ica’s Debt to the Public Schools.

Toronto, Ont., July 19.—[Speeial. The at- 
tendance at today’s session of the Pan- 
American Congress of Religion and Educa- 
tion was scarcely as large as expected. 
Among addresses delivered at the forenoon 
meeting that which attracted most atten- 
tion perhaps was a history of the war waged 
against saloons in Cambridge, Mass. The 
Rev. D. N. Beech of that place was an- 
nounced to speak on “Municipal Reform,” 
but his address was really a history of the 
nine years of prohibition in Cambridge. He 
spoke extemporaneously of municipal re- 
form from a prohibitionist point of view. 
His remarks were enlivened by several 
bright stories which roused much mirth. 

“Christianity and Education” was the title 
of a paper read by Dr. Henry Wade Rogers, 
President of the Northwestern University 
of Evanston, III. He began by saying the 
object of education is to fit man for living 
and then said the two mightiest forces in 
history were the church and school, and civ- 
ilization is the product thereof. The church 
has always been the champion of education, 
he said, and then gave a review of its work 
in this direction. The nature of education 
and the duty of the State was next taken up, 
and the speaker placed himself in opposition 
to those who declare it was not the duty of 
the State to provide education. The objec- 
tions of those who are opposed to State ed- 
ucation were then reviewed. 

Secular education was next dealt with, 
and those who demand the exclusion of re- 
ligion from educational institutions were de- 
nounced, as were those who demand that 
denominational colleges be merely for the 
Purpose of propagating sectarian feeling. 

Education should be Christian as well 
as, intelligent.“ said Dr. Rogers, and 
youth in its formative period should be sur- 
round by influences which tend to keep 
conscience and virtue alive. The spiritual 
and ethical should not be excluded from the 
schools if youth is to respect religion.” A 
number of authorities, among them Huxley, 
were quoted in support of introducing the 
Bible into schools. In conclusion Dr. Rogers 
pointed out the duties of the members of 
the church towards education. It was better 
to prevent suffering and evil than relieve it, 
and the only way to do this was to train the 
youthful mind. The greatest charity was 
to endow educational institutions wherein 
the fight against evil tendencies might be 
a ge — seeds be sown. 

e conclusion of Dr. Rogers’ paper

Throw out the saloon and vou have pure 
municipal government. We have done so 
in Cambridge and now we have pure govern- 


ment, and for nine years we have not had any 
saloon.”’

The history of the fight against liquor 
and the causes which had led up to the war 
were reviewed and the results given, among 
them the greater population of the city, the 
higher valuation of property, the larger num- 
ber of buildings, and the increase of savings 
bank deposits. The tramp industry had 
been ruined; more than that, Catholics and 
Protestants were no longer divided, for the 
saloons were not there to exercise their per- 
nicions influences in perpetuating racial and 
religious differences, and the people were all 
bound together by the feelings of those who 
have fought a common foe. In conclusion he 
spoke briefly of civic reform and told of Li- 
ber Hall, an association which recommend- 
ed good candidates and practically con- 
trolled the entire city. The result had been 
that every man was-proud of his city, and no 
project was entered into unless it was be- 
lieved that it would do credit to the town 
and was founded on the Cambridge idea.

tate. He then pronounced a panegyric up- 
on the work of the public schools. Attention 
was next drawn to the vast area over which 
a common school education exercises its in- 
fluence. San Francisco was in touch with 
New York, Vancouver with Halifax. The 
rumerous points where the American and 
Canadian systems are assimilated were 
pointed out, and the manner in which the de- 
velopment of national resources and mer- 
cantile enterprise was influenced by educa- 
tion was dwelt upon.

Thwing, President of Western Reserve Uni- 
versity, Cleveland, O. It was read by the 
Rev. A. Moore of St. Paul. The increasing 
luxury of colleges was the first topic and Dr. 
Thwing spoke strongly in favor of plain 
living and high thinking.“ although he ad- 
mitted in many cases college life is too bare. 
The great evil of luxury, he held, was that 
it tended to divorce the college from the 
mass of the people and deprived it of its in- 
fluence upon their life. This same divorce 
was manifest in the treatment of such im- 
portant subjects as political economy, and 
he urged that colleges should broaden their 
economic work. I further held that an 
intense though nsectarian Christianity 
should be given, t ad he urged the teaching 
and inculcating of patriotism. For colleges 
to do the work they were intended to do 
they should be reasonably cheap and more 
vital teachers should be secured. Schol- 
arship was not everything, he said. 

Next on the program were addresses by 
the Rev. Dr. Rufus C. Burleson, President 
of Baylor University, Waco, Tex., on Im- 
portance of College Discipline.“ and the Rev. 
Dr. C. H. Otken, President of McComb Fe- 
male Seminary, McComb City, Miss. In 
their absence the Chairman spoke briefly on 
the paper just read, condemning the luxury 
prevailing in some colleges and deploring the 
tendency to imitate the German method 
of treating the students as beihg entirely 
their own masters. He referred to the dan- 
ger of college athletics becoming tainted 
with professionalism and commercialism. 

Prof. Newman, Prof. Clark, Prof. Hume, 
and President Mills discussed the subject 
and the meeting then adjourned,

FIRST REGIMENT INDULGES IN MIM- 
10 BATTLE EXEROISES. 


— 


It Proves to Be the Most Realistic and In- 
teresting Work of the Week=The Men 
Enter Into the Contest for Victory with 

Vigor, and the Fight Wages Fiercely= 
All the Soldier Boys Do Most Excellent 
Service in the Mock Encounter=Keaches 
Home Today. 

Springfield, III., July 19.—[Special. |—The 


forenoon of the last day of the First Regi- 


ment in camp was set aside for the most in- 
teresting and realistic battle exercise yet held. 
The enemy was intrenched on the brow of the 
hill at the north end of the rifle range. Col. 
Turner was in command and he ordered the 
First Battalion, under Maj. Sanborne, to 
move forward as the advance guard, The 
vanguard was composed of Company M, in 
command of Capt. Sturitzer, Company F, 
under Capt. Smith, followed at a distance of 
100 yards and a reserve of two companies, 
commanded by Capt. Barnett of Company D, 
followed 100 yards further in the rear. 

As the advance guard éame from cover into 
the open fleld the discovery of the enemy’s 
position was made. The advance guard im- 
mediately opened fire and Maj. Sanborne sent 
his support and reserve companies forward to 
the attack, at tne same time ordering Battery 
D to the left of the line, where it moved for- 
ward by rushes and arrived within 200 yards 
of the enemy and commenced a rapid fire, 
As soon as the vanguard was fired upon 
word was dispatched across the field to 
Col. Turner, who had entire command of the 
engagement. The battle developed in force 
in front and the Second Battalion, under Maj. 
Tolman, was ordered forward double quick 
to the support of the First Battalion. It ad- 
vanced to the left of Maj. Sanborne on the 
firing line and took up the chorus of rapid 
fire. At this juncture the battle was fierce, 
and Col. Turner and staff dashed across the 
tield and encouraged the line to move closer 
tothe enemy. In the meantime the Third 
Battalion, commanded by Maj. Eddy, which 
had been held as the main body. 
advanced to the r.ght under cover toturn the 
flank of the opposition and poured a galling 
fire into it while it rushed forward in prolonga- 
tion of the firing line, keeping up the rapid 
fire the while. 

Col. Turner saw signs of wavering in the 
enemy’s ranks and gave order, “To the 
charge, and the line went forward double 
quick. A moment later came the command, 
Charge, and the attacking column ad- 
vanced on the run. The enemy retreated be- 
fore the assailing lines. The First and Third 
Battalions bivouacked on the field and the 
Second was ordered to pursue and harrass the 
enemy. 8 4 f 

The hospital corps was on hand during the 
engagement and was kept onthe go remov- 
ing the imaginary wounded from the field. 
Harry Ellett was overcome by heat and was 
attended to, while Private Johnson of the 
battery sustained real injuries, He at- 
tempted to mount the caisson on the run and 
fell in such a way that one wheel passed over 
both feet. He was disabled but not seriously 
injured,

Delegates from the West and North Insist 
Upon Having a Distinct Party Organ- 
ization to Boom the Crase- They Are 
Opposed by the Southern Men, Who Fear

There was a lively row at the silver confer- 
ence at the Auditorium Hotel yesterday and 
tho delegates from the Northwest returned 
home last night in a bad frame of mind. The 
free silver men in the Dakotas and surround. 
ing States ure clamoring for the furmation of 
a separate party and their delegates so an- 
nounced themselves in the conference. The 
Southern people cling to the Democratic 
party, owing to their fear of negro supremacy, 
and advocate the carrying on of the free ail- 
ver movement within the party organization, 
This was the point on which tne factions 
disagreed yesterday and it required ail 
the persuasive powers of Chairman Godwin 
to effect a compromise, Mr. Rucker of Colo- 
rado spoke for half an hour in favor of form- 
ing a separate party and said the people of his 
section are growing weary of waiting forsome 
action to be taken towards cutting loose from 
the two old parties. The Southerners pro- 
tested such a move was premature and would 
result in handing the South over to the 
negroes. They held out glowing prospects of 
controlling the next Democratic national con- 
vention and dictating the policy of that party. 

dvocates of a separate silver party out-

Massillon, O., July 19.— [Special. I—J. S. 
Coxey claims to have information proving 
that the election of President Cleveland was 
the result of a bargain between Cleveland and 
an association of New York bankers, whereby 
the latter furnished the Democratic com mit- 
tee with $1,000,000 in return for an anti- 
silver policy.. Congressman Sibley of Penn- 
Sylvania is quoted as having furnished the 
facts to C. H. Miller, a Canton manufacturer. 
Mr. Sibley assumed to speak with knowledge. 
He said that a poll of the votes completed 
three weeks before the Presidential elec- 
tion in 1892 by the Bankers Asso- 
ciation of New York City brought 
out the fact that the reélection of 
Harrison was assured and that the new House 
of Representatives would be strongly Demo- 
cratic.

THREE ARRESTS ARE MADE AT SOFIA. 


Associates of Maj. Panitza Are Charged 
with Killing Stambuloff. 

Sofia, July 19,—Three of the associates of 
Maj. Panitza, who was executed for conspir- 
acy at the order of ex-Premier Stambuloff, 
were arrested today, one as the assassin of M. 
Stambuloff and the others as the accom- 
plices. Two gendarmes have been dismissed 
from the force and will be tried for connec- 
tion with the murder. 

Deputations from the provinces are arriv- 
ing at Sofia to attend the funeral of the ex- 
Premier. Numbers of floral offerings have 
been received at the Stambuloff residence. 

The police have arrested Georgiff, who was 
seen running away after the murderous at- 
tack upon M. Stambuloff Monday night, 
from the effects of which he died. 

Constantinople, July 19.—Although the 
newspapers here are prohibited from making 
any reference to the murder of M. Stambu- 
loff, the people are wildly indigaant, and are 
not sparing in their censure of the police and 
the Government of Bulgaria. 


MORE FIERCE FIGHTING IN CUBA, 


Two Hours’ Battle at Guandon, the Rebels 
Being Forced to Retire. 

Havana, July 19.—A strong force of insur- 
gents recently attacked a detachment of 
Spanish troops at Guandon, near Baracoa, 
Province of Santiago de Cuba. The troops 
made a gallant defense, and after two hours’

Madrid, July 19.—Six additional batteries 
of artillery will be sent to Cuba during the 
present month, and during the month of Sep- 
tember reinforcements to the number of 
80,000 troops will be dispatched to that 
island under the command of Gens. Pola and 
Vija. 

Kingston, Jamaica, July 19.—[Copyright, 
New York World Special Cable.]—A Cuban 
expedition with a great quantity of war mate- 
rial of various sorts sailed Tuesday from Ocho 
Rios (Eight Rivers), a port on the north 
coast of the Island of Jamaica, almost due 
south of and about 200 miles distant from La 
Plata, Santiago Province, Cuba, The vault 
in which the munitions had been concealed 
was found open afterwards, and there were 
other indications of the recent presence of 
non-residents. 

New York, July 19.—[Special. ]—Mrs. Cari- 
dad Aguero de Pichardo has arrived in New 
York from Cuba by way of Key West. Last 
night she appeared at the meeting of Cubans 
in Hardman Hall, and only those who knew 
| what this noble daughter of a noble family 
has done for Cuba could understand the 
wild enthusiasm of the audience when she 
appeared. Mrs. Pichardo is known to 
Cubans as The Prophetess.“ The family of 
Aguero, of which she isa member, is known 
to all Cuban patriots, and wherever Mrs. 
Pichardo goes enthusiasm follows. Before 
she left she had secretly transferred to Puerto 
Principe eight hundred rounds of ammu- 
nition, besides supplies for ambulance work. 
She reports the revolution is spreading, and 
that the people are enthusiastic and the Span- 
iards crestfallen. 


JAPANESE CAVALRY CUT TO PIECES. 
Chinese Forces in Formosa Fighting in a 
Desperate Manner. 

Yokohama, July 19.—An official dispatch 
received here from the Island of Formosa 
says the Chinese are making a stubborn de- 
fense of that territory. After the capture of 
Lung Taupao an attempt was made to effect 
a junction between two Japanese baitalions 
at the River Tarkukau, but the attempt 
failed, anda squadron of Japanese cavalry 
which was suddenly attacked by a superior 
force of Chinese was cut to pieces, only three 
troopers escaping. The junction of the two 

battalions was effected July 16.

BRUTALITY IN AN INSANE ASYLUM. 


Ex-Attendant at an Oshkosh Institution 
Makes Some Awful Charges. 

Fond du Lac, Wis., July 19.—[{Special.]— 
According to Benjamin H. Brown, who was 
an attendant in the Northern Hospital for 
the Insane at Oshkosh last year, the pa- 
tients in that institution are subjected to 
the most brutal and inhuman treatment. 
He said in an interview: 

Patients sick with phthisical disease are 
left to die without receiving any more atten- 
tion than if they were dogs—often suffering 
from lack of water to drink. I have see’ a 
patient rise from the sick bed in delirium 
and stagger out into the hall only to be 
hurled back upon the bed by an attendant 
and belabored on the bare flesh with the sole 
of a slipper. 

saw a patient struck hard enough with 
the fist of a brawny attendant to almost 
fell him. The patient was an old man, who 
had neither strength nor mind enough to 
enable him to dress himself. I judged from 
the attendant’s remarks that he was trying 
to teach the patient how to dress himself, 
as if knowledge could be pounded into a 
blighted reason. Such an exhibition is a 
common occurrence in the back wards in 
the Winnebago asylum. 

“While some of the attendants are noble 
fellows, many of them are too young, too 
ignorant, and too inexperienced to be in- 
trusted with the care and authority over 
their insane fellow-men. An incompetent 
man has no business in an insane asylum. 
No other place could be worse for all con- 
cerned. An attendant without sufficient in- 
tellect and sympathy soon becomes hard- 
ened and unfit for service. I have seen an 
attendant poke an old man’s nose with a 
broomstick simply for amusement. Pa- 
tients are slapped in the face and thrown 
down and choked merely to give the attend- 
ants a chance to ‘show off’ before a new- 
comer. 

“T have written two letters to the members 
of the State Board of Control, but do not 
know whether or not my statements were

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TO QUIT BY STRIKING MINERS. 
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The Latter Demand That the Employed of 
Every |Description Lay Down Their 
Tools and Remain Idle Until the Strike. 
Is Settled=Five Thousand Men Parade 
with Bands=—Business-Men on the Iron 

_ Range Contribute to the Strikers’ Fund 
Other Labor Troubles. 


Ishpeming, Mich., July 19.—[Special, |~ 
The Ishpeming and Negaunee striking no 
stopped all work on the streets at Ishpeming 
today and declared their intention of stopping 
labor of every description until the struggle 
with the miners is ended. They also called 
out the men working on the Cascade Range, 
six miles south of Negaunee, today. Three 
hundred men are employed there. They joined 
the strikers’ ranks unhesitatingly and were 
Ac waiting for a command to quit 
work, 

The strikers had another monster mass- 
meeting today. This was followed by a 
parade at Ishpeming. Four brass bands, a 
drum corps, and fully 5,000 men were in 
line. Banners of various descriptions were 
displayed and bystanders cheered the strikers 
as they passed through the streets. 

All the business-men of Ishpeming, with 
few exceptions, “ame out voluntarily this 
afternoon and addressed the miners at a mass- 
meeting held here. They all volunteered to 
help the strikers in every way possible. One 
merchant said he would contribute $100 a 
day to the cause. Others aleo offered liberal 
donations. The strikers now feel more con- 
fident of success than at any time sinée the 
walkout. With the business-men' at their 
backs they can remain out some time, 

The companies have not yet acceded to the 
men’s demands. Samuel Hoar, operating the 
Star West mine on a contract, himself a la- 
boring man, was at the meeting at Union 
Park today and begged the men to let him go 
on with his contract. He is getting 90 cents 
a ton on board the cars and paying 20 cents 
royalty. The 70 cents clear barely makes 
both ends meet, but he declared that failure 
to keep his contract meant ruin to him. He 
offered to pay the rates asked by the men, 
but after some debate they refused to allow 
him to work the mine, declaring that no mine 
would be permitted to work until granted the 
rates demanded. 

Iron Mountain, Mich., July 19.—The Pe- 
wabic Mining company has announced a 10 
per cent increase of wages throughout the 
mine, and it is probable a number of other 
mines of this range will follow the example.

BY-LAW WILL PROBABLY STAND. 


Sentiment in Favor of Centralization of 
Athletics in the . M. C. A. 


Delegates from the different branches o! the 
Y. M. C. A. about the city met at the associa- 
tion building on La Salle street last night and 
discussed the by-law on athletes, which has 
caused so much dissatisfaction in the associa- 
tion. The by-law in question reads: 

No person shall be eligible to compete in any 
athietic or gymnastic meeting given by this union 
or by any department of the Chicago association 
unless he is a bona fide member of the depart- 
ment from which he enters and of this union, and 
shall not have competed or worn the embiem of 
ary other 8 association, or other or- 
— within three months preceding such 
entry. 

The younger element of the association 
seomed in favor of changing the rule, but tne 
more conservative portion held out for the 
centralization of athletics in the I. M. C. A. 
After much discussion the matter was re- 
ferred to the Executive committee for action 
at their meeting next Friday night, with the 
recommendation that an exception be made 
in favor of tennis, where pro essionalism is 
almost unknown. As the rule now stands no 
member can participate in other thun asso- 
ciation events without first obtaining permis- 
sion from the Executive Board, and participa- 
tion in any outside event disqualifies him for 
association events for ninety days. The senti- 
ment that the rule should stand seemed to 
prevail.

DO WELL WINS IT. 


OHICAGO SOULLER IS NOW OHAM- 
PION OF AMERIOA. 


In the Final Heat for Senior Single Sculls 
at Saratoga Lake the Chicago Repre- 
sentative Easily Defeated Rumohr, the 
Famous Oarsman of Canada, by Two 
Good LengthseConditions Were Per- 
fect and the Contest Was Fair—Time, 
Nine Minutes and Fifty Seconds. 


Saratoga, N. Y., July 19.—[Special.}—The 
Chicago contingent are exceedingly happy to- 
day over the fact that W. S. McDowell, the 
noted sculler of tne Delaware Rowing club of 
that city, defeated J. A. Rumohr, the famous 
oarsman of the Toronto Rowing ciub of To- 
ronto, Canada, Whiie the twenty-third an- 
nual regatta of the National Association of 
Amateur Uarsmen practically ended at Sara-

toga Lake yesterday afternoon, it¢was not of. 
ficially concluded until this morning. Yes- 
terday the final heat in the senior single sculls 
was not settled owing to the disqualifying of 
J. L. Hackett of the Rat Portuge Rowmg’ 
club, who was charged with being responsi- 
ble for the accident to Rumohr's boat. The 
umpire, Claud R. Zappone of the Analoskan 
Boat club, Washington, D. C., after consider- 
ing the case, deeided that the race should be 
rowed over this morning by the Chicagoan 
and the Canadian. The aquatic athletes were 
promptly on hand and they appeared san- 
guine. 

The weather could not have been better. 
The water was flat and the men in fine condi- 
tion. The contestants were in excellent spirits 
and started off on even terms and in good 
form. At the half-mile McDowell was show- 
ing a trifle lead, but the three-quarters mile 
turning stakes were rounded substantially to- 
gether. After straightening into the home 
water McDowell increased his stroke and 
gained an advantage, but at the mile was 
headed by Rumohr. The struggle was hot up 
to the mile and a quarter flag. Here McDow.- 
ell made a magnificent spurt, and witha 
strong stroke led the way home, winning 
gallantly in 9 minutes and 50 seconds by two 
good lengths over his Canadian rival. Hearty 
congratu.ations were showered upon the Chi- 
cagoan by his numerous friends, Rumohr 
admitted it wasa perfectly fair contest, and 
that McDowell had simply outrowed him. 

McDowell, in winning from Rumobr, se- 
cures the championship of the United States, 
which in 1894 was captured by Ferdinand 
Koenig of St. Louis, Mo.; in 1893 and 1892 
by John J. Ryan of Toronto, Out.; and in 
1891 by William Caffrey of Lawrence, Mass. 
McDowell also has in his possession the 
piece of plat: Known as the 
land Chalienge Cup, which 
be defended by t 
the championship and transferred by him 
to his successor. The cup was presented to 
the association by Col. A. B. Hilton of New 
York. McDowell's victory is tne talk of the 
day in aquatic circles. The Canadians ure 
somewhat grieved over the defeat of the 
champion, but concede the Chicago man won 
fairly on his merits. 


Is a Credit to Chicago. 


W. S. McDowell, who is now the champion 
amateur oarsman of America, came to Oni 
cago from the North of Ireland eight years 
ago. He had rowed in his native land to some 
extent and soon aiter getting here he applied 
to Secretary Essig for mem bership in the Iro- 
quois Boat ciub and soon became a member. 
In 1888 McDowell entered the junior singie 
scull race at Grand Rapids in the Nuorthwest- 
ern regatta and though he showed faster than 
any of his six competitors he lost the race by 
bad steering. 

In 1889 McDowell went to Pullman and 
rowed with John Corbett, then the American 
champion. Here he receivec the first thorough 
instruction, and which stood by him in later 
years. This same year McDowell won the 
senior singie at Grand Rapids; and then came 
to Pullman where the National and Missis- 
sippi Valley Associations were holding a joint 
regatta. He won the Mississippi senior 
singles and also won his heat in the National’s 
event, but was defeated in the final by Dennis 
Donahve, who also defeated Corbett, 

In 1890 McDowell won the Chicago Navy 
senior single and rowed us No. 5 in the fa- 
mous Iroquois barge crew of that year, which 
repeatedly beat all competitors, For three 
years McDoweil did little or nothing. In 
1892 he rowed as a representative of the Far- 
ragut club in the People’s regatta at Phiia- 
delphia and also in the National Association’s 
régatta. He was beaten. The year 1893 
found McDowell back with the Iroquois ciub 
again, and he won the senior singies in the 
International regatta at Lake Geneva. He 
lost the free-for-all.“ after having won 
two heats. The same year at Detroit, in the 
1 regatta, he won a heat and lost the 

nal. 

McDowell rowed last year for the Delaware 
club, but was not successful, This year, for 
the same club, he won the People’s regatta 
July 4 at Philadelphia, and by his victory 
penny at Saratoga is the American cham- 
pion. 

It is the height of McDowell's desire to 
compete at Henley. He is nervy and wiil go 
against anything, not being in the least down- 
cast by defeat. 


Is the Father of Rowing. 


Commodore Charles Catlin, who has been 
elected President of the National Association 
of American Oarsmen, may be called the 
father of rowing in Chicago. Twenty years 
ago baseball and cricket were about the only 
forms of athletics popular in Chicago. Mr. 
Catlin then founded the Catlin Boat club, of 
which he has been President ever since. The

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NEW SAILING COURSES SELECTED. 


A Fleet of Over Thirty Yachts Expected to 
Start in the August Regatta. 

The Regatta committee of the Columbia 
Yacht club announced at the meeting last 
night that it had selected other than the reg- 
ular club courses around the cribs for the 
sailing of the large fleet in the association 
regatta of Aug. 3.

| MAYOR SWIFT URGES PROMPT AO- 
ig TION BY THE DRAINAGE BOARD. 


He Suggests the Construction of the Inter- 
secting Sewers While the Work on the 
Canal Is in Progress, So as to Avoid 
Delay in Making Connections When 
the Big Ditch Is Completed=His Views 
as to the Value of Extending the Tun- 
nels. 


Matters pertaining to the drainage system 
ot the city are receiving Mayor Swift's atten- 
tion, and especially the features that relate to 
the betterment of the water supply and the 
effects of drainage into the lake. After hav- 
ing analysis made of the water of the different 
pumping stations it is found it will undoubt- 
ediy*prove of great 2 if the connect- 
img or intersecting sewers with the drainage 
canal are built simultaneously with the work 
on the main channel. so that when this is com- 
pleted theré will be no delay in receiving the 
relief that the system is calculated to give, 
Accordingly the Mayor sent the following let- 
ter yesterday to the Board of Trustees of the 
Sanitary District of this city: 

Chicago, July 19. 1895.—To the President and 
Board of Trustees of the Sanitary District of Chi- 
sago.—Gentiemen: In the report of Messrs. 
Cooley, Reilly. and Guthrie made to the Citi- 
gen's Association Aug. 27, 1885, the present main 
drainage channel was outlined. and an integral 

~of the plan was the absolute exclusion of 
all sewage from the lake, either by connecting 
the iake 22 with ＋ — * 

pumping plants or by changing the grade o 
2 lake sewers so as to reverse the direction of 
flow. (See annual report Citizen's Association, 
1885). The Drainage and Water Supply Com- 
mission appointed by Mayor Harrison in 1880 
also included this feature in its preliminary ro- 
— submitted to the City Council in January, 

887. (See Council proceedings, 1887). The 
Sanitary District actof 1889 was framed with 
especial reference to this feature. Sec. 7 of the 
act is as follows: 

“The Board of Trustees of any Sanitary Dis 
trict organized under this act shali have power 
to provide forthe drainage of such district by 
laying out. establishing, constructing, and main- 
taining one or more channels, drains, ditches, 
and outlets for carrying off and disposing of all 
drainage, including the sewage of such district, 
tegether with such adjuncts and additions there- 
to as may be necessary or proper to cause such 
channels or outiets to accomplish the end for 
whch they are designed in a satisfactory man- 
per.” +, 

In conhection with the above I regpectfully 
submit che following: Notwithstanding the ex- 
tons on of the water tunnels at Lake View and 
Hyde Park the quality of the water supply 
through these conduits is not satisfactory. On 

more than one occasion during the last cighteen 
months the examinations in the municipal labor- 
atory have shown evidences of pollution rising 
beyond the “danger line.” It is true that 
there lias been nothing of the sort during the 
last six months or 80. duri which period 
the chemist has characteri the water as 
“nseabic.”’ This is due, however, as I am 
advised, to the fact that we have had less than 
the usual rainfali during these months and, con- 
sequentiy, there has been no rain flush of the 
sewers and river out into the lake. I am further 
advised, and an examination of the analysis sub- 
mitted corroborates the statement. that there is 
no substantial difference in the quality of the 
water supplied by the four-mile tunnel and that 
supplied by the two-mile tannels off Chicago 
avenue and off Sixty-eighth street under ordinary 
conditions; that it is only after the spring thaws 
or heavy rainfalls, when the foul contents of the 
— and of the river and its branches are 
swept out into the lake in great volume, that evi- 
ces of dangerous sewage pollution are found 

in the supply of these two-mile tunnels; and that 
even the four-mile tunnel is not beyond the range 
- this pollution. The obvious inference 
these facts is that it is 

not worth while to extend the 
tunnels beyond two miles; that extension, 
even to four miles, does not guarantee the water 
supply free from sewage pollution so long as any 
large volume of sewage obtains access to the 
jake. I understand that the drainage channel 
now being constructed by the Sanitary District 
is intended to remedy this condition by creating 
a constant flow of the river and its branches, and 
of the sewors that empty therein, away from the 
and onward toward the Mississippi River. 

also understand (see Sec. 7 as quoted above) 
in connection with this main channel the 
District is empowered to construct such 
adjuncts as may be necessary to carry all the 
drainage. inclyding the sewage of the district. 
into — main channel or outlet. when 


ihe lake. 
What especially concerns the City of Chicago 
the present time are the following questions: 
When may the comp!) ofthe maih drain- 
canal be reasonably expected. How soon 
reafter may the city reasonably expect the 
completion of the adjuncts—intercepting sewers 


or reversal of grade of the lake-empting sewers—- 


so that the sewage pollution of our water supply 
may cease? Is there any reason why work 
should not be begun on the necessary adjuncts 
progress simultaneously with the construc- 
tion of the main channel, so that when this lat- 
is completed Chicago may atonce have the 
measure of relief for which the city is now 
being taxed. Information upon these points is 
necessary to enable the administration to deter- 
mine what measures are necessary and feasible 
the completion of 2 work to protect 
public health against the menace of impure 
water.

Under this 
head it is sppposed that persons will make 

nswer to the amounts due or to become due 

rom other persons, companies, or corpora- 
tions, which includes notes, money secured 
by deeds, interest accrued but not due, inter- 
est due and unpaid, rents accrued but not 
due, rents due and unpaid, and amounts of 
every other claim or demand for money or 
other valuable thing, not including money 
loaned or on deposit or bonds or stooks. The 
deductions from the above are similar in na- 
ture, but, as I say, the right-hand column 
of the schedule is seldom filled out. The per- 
son who could best explain the aims of the 
bill is Mr. Thomas.“

l INTENDS TO SPRING IT 


MERRIAM IN EARNEST ABOUT HIS 
BRIBERY RESOLUTION. 


Has It All Ready aud Awaits an Oppor- 
tunity to Lay It Before the House- De- 
sires to Put It Through as @ Party 
Measure=By No Manner of Reasoning 
Does It Come Within the Scope of the 
Special Session CalleShort Sessions and 


Little Work. 

Springfield, III., July 19.—[Special.}]—The 
session of the House this morning was re- 
markable for its brevity. It was simply a 
question of meet and adjourn until Monday 
afternoon. No quorum was present and this 
fact had much to do with the summary end- 
ing of the proceedings of the day. Jona- 
than Merriam had in his pocket a resolution 
for the appointment of a committee of three 
from the House and two from the Senate to 
investigate charges of bribery made against 
some of the members of the General Assem- 
bly. This document has been in his posses- 
sion for some time and he awaits an oppor- 
tunity to lay it before the House. 

Mr. Merriam has paid a great deal of at- 
tention to the statements made in the pub- 
lic press concerning bribery during the reg- 
ular session. He says he had no personal 
knowledge en the question at all, nor does 
he profess to be able to give the names of 
the parties who were approached or of the 
men who tried to do the buying or actually 
accomplished that result. The matter, he 
says, has become one of common notoriety 
through the newspapers, andi he thinks the 
General Assembly ought to take the matter 
up and investigate it thoroughly. He 
brought the resolution to the attention of 
the Republican Steering committee of the 
House at its meeting yesterday morning. 
His idea was that the committee ought to 
take the resolution and put it through asa 
party measure. His brethren on the com- 
mittee did not share with him in this belief, 
and the matter was not considered. Mr. 
Merriam has decided ideas on the bribery 
question, and has introduced a bill prescrib- 
ing penalties and enlarging the scope of the 
offense. By no process of reasoning can the 
bill be said to come within the Governor's 
call. In this particular it does not differ 
from many others pending in the House and 
Senate. 

The probabilities are that Mr. Merriam's 
resolution will not get before the House un- 
til the jeint caucus of Tuesday shall have 
taken some action respecting party policy 
and the duration of the session. An inquiry 
of this character will, it is believed, prolong 
the session from one to three months. Mr. 
Merriam does not think so, and expresses 
the belief a week at most will be sufficient 
to make the investigation. 


Chances of Considering It. 

Should the caucus decree an early adjourn- 
ment Col. Merriam’s resolution will be of no 
value. If the Legislature agrees to stay here 
as long as Gov. Altgeld wants it the Mer- 
riam resolution may be a feature. The Re- 
publicans are not disposed to take it as a 
party matter. If the Colonel wants to in- 
troduce the resolution and, as is customary 
in such cases, father the investigation, the 
House will sanction it. Maybe the Senate 
will concur, and maybe it will not. The 
members have all gone home and with few 
exceptions they are weary of Springfield as 
@ summer resort. The chances for an ad- 
journment within the next two or three 
weeks get better every day now and there 
is a fair prospect that this happy result may 
be accomplished. The caucus of Tuesday 
next wil! tell the tale. 

The Senate was in session less than half 
an hour and adjourned over until 5 o’clock 
Monday. Senator Bogardus presided in the 
absence of Lieut.-Gov. Gill. 

A hot dispute was indulged in by Senators 
Humphrey and Herb over some aspersions 
cast by the latter upon the committee of 
which Senator Humphrey is Chairman. The 
dispute arose on the question of referring a 
bill which Senator Herb introduced to tax 
express companies and for the government 
and control of them by the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners of this State. 
Senator Herb asked that the bill be sent tr 
the Committee on Military, a committee of 
which he is Chairman. The impropriety of 
this produced a laugh, and several members 
asked if he were not joking. He replied that 
he was not and insisted that he wanted the 
bill referred as he requested. The bill was 
so referred. 

Senator Dunlap, in the absence of Senator 
Berry, Chairman of the Committee on Ju- 
diciary, reported the bill to provide a State 
board of arbitration, which was adopted 
and ordered reported back with a favorable 
recommendation at a meeting of that com- 
mittee held yesterday. 


To Tax Express Companies. 

Bills wege introduced as follows: 

Senator Herb—To tax express companies and 
for their government and control and empowering 
the State Board of Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners to regulate and fix the maximum rates 
and charges made by said express companies. 
It provides that they shall be declared common 
carriers and be placed under the control of the 
Board of Warehouse Commissioners of the State. 
Also that a tax of 1 per cent shall be levied on the 
gross receipts of such companies. It provides 
that every such express company or corporation 
doing an express*business shall annually, between 
May 1 and July 1, deliver to the State Auditor a 
sworn statement by the President, Manager, or 
Secretary of said company, showing the entire 
receipts from its business done within this State 
for the yéar next preceding May 1, including its 
proportion of the gross receipts for business done 
by such company with other express companies, 
such statement also to contain the amount of gross 
receipts received in each county in the State. In 
case of the failure of the express company to 
make such statement the local agents of the com- 
pany are to send in sworn statements of the gross 
receipts of their agencies. Every express com- 
pany is to pay into the Treasury the 
sum 6 for each $100 of gross 
receints as shown by the statement. If any ex- 
press company fails to make its sworn statement 
of receipts or to pay its tax thereon it shall for- 
feit $100 for each day's delay. Actions for these 
amounts are to be brought by the Attorney-General 
on behalf of the State Auditor. All companies 
doing an express business in the State are declared 
to be common carriers, and within forty days after 
the passage of the bill are required to file with the 
State Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
Sioners a complete and specific schedule of their 
classification of all matter and merchandise re- 
ceived by them for carriage and transportation 
together with a detailed statement of their rates 
of charges for their freight and express matter 
The Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners is authorized to alter and amend such 
classifications if it deems them unreasonable and 
to fix the maximum rates of charges, and no ex- 
press company can alter such charges fixed by the 
board except by its consent in writing. The bill 
further prohibits discrimination between shippers 
by express companies either directly or indirectly 
by rebate, special rate, or other device, and it is 
made unlawful for an express company to give 
advantage to any particular person or for 
any particular description of traffic 
but they are required to afford equal 
facilities to all persons in respect to their rates 
and charges and classification of charges between 
their respective lines and connections. The Board 
of Warehouse Commissioners is further empow- 
ered to investigate all charges of violation of any 
of the provisions of the bill, to administer oaths 
and compel the attendance of witnesses for ex- 
amination. If found guilty of violating the re- 
quirements as to making its statement of gross re- 
ceipts or in the payment of its tax, a company shall 
be fined not less than $200 nor more than $1,000 
Failure to file its schedule of rates and classifica- 
tions is to be punished by a fine of $200 for every 
Gay of delay, said sum to be recovered by a civil 
suit brought by the Attorney-General. 

Senator Pogardus—For the management of 
prisoners in the State prisons of Illinois. It pro- 
vides for the consolidation of the two Boards of 
Penitentiary Commissioners into a board of five 
members, empowers them to separate the incor- 
rigibles from those that show good prospects of 
reformation, gives these opportunities to work 
overtime, sending the money so earned to their 
families or friends, etc.

HARBOR WORK ON LAKE MICHIGAN. 


Lieut.-Col. Lydecker’s Report as to Opera- 
tions on the Western Shore. 
Washington, D. C., July 19.—Lieut.-Col. G. 
J. Lydecker has made his annual report. on 
river and harbor works on the western shore 
of Lake Michigan. One of the most im- 
portant works under his direction is the har- 
bur at Michigan City, Ind., where an inner 
harbor is being improved for local commerce 
andan outer harbor for refuge of general 
lake traffic. At St. Joseph harbor, Mich., 
work has been continued on the project to 
secure a channel sixteen feet deep by build- 
ing piers and revetments. At Grand Haven, 
Mich., a depth of fourteen feet over the 
bar has been obtained. The harbor of 
refuge at Portage Lake is in great need of 
improvement, tne pier and revetment work 
being in a condition of ruin. At Frankfort 
Harbor, Mich., complaint is made that the 


contractor has been dilatory and the work is 


in about the same condition asa year ago. 
Good progress has been made on the Saginaw 
River, work on the harbor of refuge at 
Sand Beach, Mich., is nearing compietion 
after an expenditure of $1,184,874. 


TALKs FOR THE NICARAGUA CANAL, 


Minister Lewis Baker Says Its Construction 
Would Extend Our Commerce. 

Washington, D. C., July 18.—[Special. ]— 
Minister Lewis Baker, who represents the 
United States in a triple capacity in Central 
America, being accreditea to Costa Rica, Nic- 
aragua, and Salvador, has returned on leave 
of absence and was at the State Department 
this afternoon. He said: Arguments in 
favor of the Nicaraguan Canal have been too 
often stated to need repetition, but its con- 
struction would vastly increase our trade with 
China, Japan, Australia, and all regions of 
the Pacific. I have seen the Commissioners, 
Messrs. Ludlow, Noble, and Endicott, who 
were appointed by the direction of the last 
Congress to make a thorough report of the 
enterprise. I have no idea what their report 
will be in detail, but it will be a complete 
and accurate statement ef the exact condition 
of the project. They did hot slight any part 
of it. Central America is in a fairly prosper- 
ous condi ion. Coffee planting is the greatest 
industry, and pays anywhere from 25 to 40 
per cent profit on capital invested. Salvador 
is a very densely populated country, and both 
there and in Costa Rica nearly all the Reople 
own their own homes. 


CIVIL SERVICE RULES EXTENDED, 


They Now Apply to An Enhipiloyes on the 
Pension Agencies. 

Washington. D. C., July 19.—The President 
has issued an order placing employés of all 
pension agencies under civil service rules. 
The order was signed by President Cleveland 
July 15, and takes effect from that date, but 
owing to a clerical error had to be returned 
to Gray Gables for rectification. The 
correct copy was received by the 
commission teday. The order upplies to 
firemen in the executive departments. The 
extension covers all the empioyés, 500 in 
number, in the pension agencies of the 
country. These were classified on July 1 
by the Secretary of the Interior and their 
salaries equalized. There are sixteen agen- 
cies, located at Agusta, Me.. Boston, Buffalo, 
Chicago, Columbus, O., Concord, N. H., 
Des Moines, Detroit, Indianapolis, Knox: 
vilie, Louisville, Milwaukee, New York City, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburg. San Francisco, To- 
peka, and Washington City. 


FEAR NO CONFISCATION OF CATTLE. 


Report Regarding Threat of a Mexican 


Official Not Credited. 

Washington, D. C., J uly 19.—The reported 
action of the Mexican Customs Collector at 
Palomas in ordering all cattle owned by citi- 
zens of the United States to be taken out of 
the district under penalty of confiscation is 
not given credence in official circles 
here. Agricultural Department officials 
express the opinion that cattle’ men 
anxious to secure admission of their stock 
into this country through temporary suspen- 
sion of the quarantine regulations originated 
the story. they are confident the order, if 
issued at sil, was without the sanction of the 
Mexican Government, that no attempt 
will be made to confiscate the stock, as this 
would involve a serious controversy between 
the two governments. No reason for the ar- 
bitrary action of the Collector is knewn, and 
officials do not anticipate any trouble. 


SOVEREIGN’S CURRENCY BOYCOTT. 


It Would Hurt Labor Interests by Con- 
tracting the Currency. 

Washington, D. C., July 10.—At the 
Treasury Department it was said that the 
plan of Sovereign of the Knights of Labor 
boycotting national bank notes, if carried 
out, wou.d prove more harmful than bene- 
ficial to the labor interests of the country, as 
it would contract the currency to the extent 
of $211,000,000 without iniuring national 
banks. “It would not hurt the national 
banks at all,“ said Mr. O. P. Tucker, Deputy 
Controller of the Currency. It people 
should refuse to receive their notes eee 
would simpli sent them to the Un 
States Te — sg (ere — is and receive 
legal tender notes, which they would continue 
to use in their business. There are only 
$211,000,000 of national bank notes in cir- 
culation, while there are $950,000,000 of 
other kinds of money outstanding. 
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RENTS ITS OWN ROAD. 


ANOMALOUS POSITION OF THE SANTA 
FE RAILROAD COMPANY. 


Property Involved Comprises the Chicago 
Properties and Right of Way to the 
City LimitseRent Is Paid to Chicago 
Terminal Company, Although the Santa 
Fe Is in Possesslon- Union Trust Com- 
pany Asks to Set Aside the Transfer- 
Baltimore and Ohio Enters Toledo, 


The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé raii- 
road occupies the unique position of paying 
$130,000 rental for property which it is said 
to own, and the Union Trust company of New 
York, which is the road’s trustee under a 
$150,000,000 bond issue. asks the Federal 
Court to set aside the anohalous position. 
The Santa Fé road entered into a contract 
four years ago with the Chicago Elevated 
Terminal railroad company, in a scheme 
which has been explained several times in the 
newspapers, the erection of a great union 
depot at Twelfth street and a hydraulic freight 
warehouse in which the cars were to be lifted 
up to the upper stories to be unloaded. 

The bill filed in the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday sets out that the Sunta Fé 
line is composed of two separate corporations 
of the same name; that the Illinois corpora- 
tion known as the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé railroad in Chicago is the real owner of 
the properties in Chicago and the right of way 
to tne city limits. All the capital stock of 
this latter corporation the trust compuny 
avers it has in its possession as a portion of 
the security on the bond issue. The trust com- 
pauy aileges that in December, 1891. a contract 
was made between the Santa Fé officials 
and the Chicago Elevated Terminal company 
for the purchase by the latter of the Chicago 
properties and. leases for the sum of $8,102.- 
264, in furtherance of the scheme to elevate 
the tracks, build the Union Depot and the 
freight warenouse. Feb. 20, 1892, the deed 
to the property was made. There was no con- 
sent of. bondholders, the trust company al- 
leges, nor was it consulted. The purchase 
money was to be paid as soon as the first 
mortgage bonds of the terminal company 
could be sold. 

By the agreement the Santa Fé was to pay 
an annual rental of $650,000, and all taxes 
on the property. Until the purchase money 
was paid the road was to deduct $324,090 a 
year, the interest on the $8,102,264, and to 
deduct $100,000 and $96,000 respectively 
rentals on leases to the Western Indiana and 
Grand Trunk railroads. This left a net sum 
of $130,000 a year rental to be paid to 

the terminal company. The trust company 
alleges that no consideration whatever was 
paid by the terminal company for the prov- 
erty, that since the execution of the deed of 
transfer the Santa Fé has been in actual pos- 
session of the line as it was before. The trust 
company asks the court to set aside the trans- 
fer, to compel the recovery of the rentals 
paid under it, and by injunction to restrain 
any furtner recognition of the contract or 
transfer until the cause is finaliy heard and 
disposed of. 


HILL TO CONTROL NORTHERN PACIFIC 


Consolidation with Great Northern Is Ex- 
pected to Be Effected Soon. 

New York, July 19.—(Special.|—Lawyers 
are still at work perfecting an arrangement 
for a consolidation of Northern Pacific with 
Great Northern. Some difficulties which 
were supposed to be insurmountable are said 
to have been circumvented. There has been 
no meeting called, however, to take the mat- 
ter up. The idea of a union of the two sys- 
tems is more generally favored by the Adams 
committee and by people who have hitherto 
been lukewarm in the matter. 

Mr. Hill guarantees net earnings to North- 
ern Pacitic of $6,200,000 a year. In return 
for this he is to get control of Northern 
Pacific. Those who advocate the union say 
‘that economies which can be introduced by 
joint management wül make this a satis- 
factory arrangement. 

In the face of the foregoing, however, comes 
the story that last Friday ex-Senator Spooner 
of Milwaukee had a conversation in St. Paul 
with President Hill of the Great Northern. 
Mr. Hill toli Senator Spooner of his plans 
for future relations between the Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern, saying he 
had not given them up, and he would 
find some way to get around the Minnesota 
State law. Senator Spooner told Mr. Hill it 
was impossible to evade the law, that he him- 
seif had been concerned in drawing up the 
acts dealing with relations between compet- 


ing roads, and knew as well as anybody there 


was no way to get around them. Even, how- 
ever, if it were possible to get around the 
Minnesota laws the law in Montana was simi- 
lar, and, farthermore, public opinion would 
be very strorg in that State against any spe- 
cial legislation or repeal of the existing law. 
In addition Senator Spooner said that the 
difficulties in the case of Idaho and Dakota 
were just the same as in Minnesota and Mon- 
tana. 


RATES TO ATLANTA EXPOSITION, 


Southern States Passenger Association 

Comes to an Acceptable Aggreement, 
An effort will be made by the railroad com- 
panies to putin a scale of reduced rates to 
the Southern States Exposition at Atlanta 
which will be satisfactory at the start and 
will be maintained absolutely throughout 
the exposition. The members of the Southern 
States Passenger Association have come to 
an agreement regarding ratesin their terri- 
tory. These rates, which it is noped by the 
exposition people will be met outside the ter- 
ritory of that association, will be in the terri- 
tory at the rate of 75 per cent of the double 
one way first class limited fares, tickets to 
be sold daily until Dec. 15, with the final 
limit of Jan. 7. For distances of 350 miles 
and over a rate of one first class limited fare, 
lus 10 per cent for the roundtrip, with a 
nal limit of twenty days, the sale 
continuing daily.

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SATISFIED WITH LOCOMOTIVE’S WORK 


Tests of the Electrical Engine in Balti- 
more Please Those Interested. 

Baltimore, Md., July 1£0.—[Special.}—The 
electrical engineers. and the Baitimore and 
Ohio railroad officials are s® well satisfied 
with the tests made by the electrical locomo- 
tive this wee« that they say trains can now be 
run through the tunnels regularly by electric 
power. The tests were continued today and 
after several loaded freight trains had been 
hauled through to the entire sat- 
isfaction of those who witnessed the ex. 
periments it was decided to put the 
new engine in regular service next Monday. 
It is the intention of the Baltimore and Ohio 
company to haul ali its trains through the 
tunnel by electric motors, but as all the mo- 
tors ordered will not be in readiness for some 
time the present electricity wi, be used only 
in the freight service. As the passenger 
trains are hauled by locomotives that. burn 
cual which emits little smoke, it wi:i be pos- 
sibie to use this power watil the electrical 
service is complete. The work of the new 
engine will be watched with interest by ruil- 
road officials throughout the country, and if 
it fills the requirements for which it was built 
it is not improbable that electricity will re- 
place steam on big roads within the next two 
years. 


BALTIMORE & OHIO ENTERS TOLEDO, 


Succeeds After Many Years in Securing Its 
Share of Coal Traffic, 

Toledo, O., July 19.—[Special. |—The’ Bal. 
timore and Ohio raiiroad has at last su ed 
in doing what it has labored for seve rs 
to accomplish. It has secured ent to 
Toledo over the Wheeling and La rie 
tracks. The Wheeling, in return, will enter 
Cleveland over the valley line, so it is really a 
trade between the two companies, affording 
each a long-desired outlet. By the terms 
of a recent agreement the Baltimore 
and Ohio will have full controk of 
the Valley road into Cleveland. Under 
the agreement recently adjusted 
in the courts the bondholders of the Valley 
road inserted a clause by which they secured 
the desired entrance to Cleveland of the 
Wheeling by the traffic contract now being 
formulated in New York: The fixed charges 
by the Valley road will be the 4 per cent in- 
terest on 66.000.000 in bonds, or 5240. 000. 
What the Baltimore and Ohio and Valley 
roads were both after was the enormous coal 
traffic on the Wheeling.

COAL-CARRYING LINES FORM A POOL. 


Board of Abitration Is Appointed Present 
Rates to Be Maiutained., 

The executive officers of the St. Louis coal- 
carrying lines have at last succeeded in reach- 
ing a solution of the problem which has vexed 
them for several weeks. A pooling plan has 
been agreed on and thervis every indication 
that it will be successfully put in operation. 
All the lines interested were represented at 
the meeting. It was agreed that all questions 
relating to rates and percentages shall be re- 
ferred to a Board of Arbitration composed of 
J. N. Faithorn, J. F. Tucker, and a third 
person to be selected by them, and until their 
award has been made and accepted rates are 
to be maintained upon present basis. The 
arbitrators will enter upon a consideration of 
the matter within a few days and their award 
will date back to July 1, the day upon which 
it was originally intended to make the agree- 
ment effective, 


Seuthwestern Traffic Association. 

At the meeting of the Southwestern Traffic As- 
sociation at the Chicago Beach Hotel yesterday 
the question of reconsignment and milling in 
transit was considered. It was agreed that the 
term “grain products” should include flour, 
meal, hominy, grits, oatmeal, and chops. 

The exceptions to the Western classification 
were amended so as to make the rate of 15 cents 
per 100 pounds less than first-class applicable 
only upon shipments of woo! compressed to a 
density of nineteen pounds pér cubic foot. 

The Western classification was changed to ad- 
mit of the shipment of wooden coffins, 
common, atthe same rate and minimums ap- 
plicable upon furniture shipments; and a rati 
of third class in carloads was fixed upon loaded 
shells.

There is perceptible de- 
crease in the demand for most manufactured 
products and the actual distribution to con- 
sumers naturally lessens in midsummer, 
Much of the recent buying was tv anticipate 
a rise in prices and such purchases fall off 
when prices have risen.

Wheat has declined 2 cents for Septem- 
ber, corn Ig cents, and cotton t cent for 
September. Western receipts of wheat are 
not half of last year’s, and there ie disappoint- 
ment at prices, while exports for the week, 
about a quarter of last year’s and for three 
weeks only 2,829,028 bushels, flour included} 
as against 7,046,267 last year. show that 
foreign dealers are not regarding the situa- 
tion with anxiety. Nor do British accounts 
indicate any anxiety about cottons, while 
efforts are reported by some of the 
American mills to sell part of 
the stock taken some months ago, which ap- 
parently exceeds their needs for the year. If 
unfavorable to some speculators, there are 
cheering indications, for it is better to have 
fair crops than to get high prices for what re- 
mains. Orders have so accumulated in iron 
proflucts that some works torego the usual 
summer rest, and Eustern furnaces soon to 
begin blast will ada about 5,000 tons weekly 
to the ‘production. A few quotations have 
advanced—Gray Forge and Eastern Bar— 
while Bessemer pig is a shade weaker 
at Pittsburg, but the average of all 
prices is 1 per cent hjygher for the week 
and 28.36 cents higher than on Feb. 1. The 
strike of several thousand miners in the 
Marquette region may have important con- 
sequences, Producers of non-Bessemer ore 
have sold largely for the future at prices so 
low that they cannot add to cost of produc- 
tion and other mines in the Northwest may 
be affected., Minor metals are stronger with 
sales of 4,000,000 pounds of copper up to 11 
cents for lake, and tin very firm in spite of a 
large visible supply. 

„Wool advanced in the first half of July an 
average of one cent for 104 quotations of 
domestic by Coates & Bros. of Philadelphia 
and is now 7 per cent higher than a year ago. 
Sales naturally lessen, being 7,980,000 
pounds for the week, against an average of

BEARS HAVE NOT BEEN SUCCESSFUL, 


Their Efforts to Depress Prices of Securi- 
ties Are Fruitless. 
New York, July 19.—Bradstreet’s financial 
review tomorrow will say: 
Bearish pressure upon the industrials has fur- 
nished most of the activity in avery dull mar- 
ket. Success in this line of action has, however, 
been less pronounced than in the preceding fort- 
night, and the creation of a large short interest 
has become an embarrassment to the brokers.

would enable the short lines to covered and 
on all declines stocks have been wanted by the 
professionais.

of fumigation. The experiment will be tried 
at the county morgue, and if it be successful 
it may be that the whole system of body 
preservation will be changed. Some time 
ugo Dr. Cox of Austin, Tex., came 
to Chicago to learn something of local fumi- 
gating methods, He went to the jail while 
the County Physician was smoking the cells 
out with sulphur. The Texas doctor told him 
to add boracic acid and some other ingredient. 
This was done and the vermin, which rather 
liked the sulphur, aJone concluded to die. 
Other suggestions were made and the result 
was Capt. Villers and Dr. Fortner tooka 
human body which was in bad condition and 
fumigated or treated it for eight hours by the 
new process. Decay was arrested and after 
the subject had been left in a room of a high 
temperature fortwo weeks there was at the 
end of the time no visible change in its con- 
dition. 

In the meantime Capt. Villers had made 
134 experiments on cultures of bacteriu. Ail 
kinds were tried and it is asserted the new 
fumigation killed them at the first contact. 

Dr. Fortner’s idea is the fumigating system 
may be extended so that ail bodies turned 
over to the county can be treated and 
served for identification, or until after the Cor- 
oner is through with therm, ata great saving of 
expense. it was this that led up to the request 
for the experiment in the presence of the Cor- 
oner and physicians at the county morgue 
next week on the body of a drowned person 
which had been long exposed to the elements, 

The announced success of the fumigation in 
the killmg of microbes, if it may be added to 
a success, next week will lead to an effort on 
the part of Dr. Fortner to secure the fumi- 
gation of all bodies of people who die of con- 
tagious diseases. He says it is his belief, in 
view of the tests so far made, the day will 
come when private funerals for those who die 
of contagious diseases will no longer be nec- 
essary.

“Our Western Archipelago.” 

Dr. H. M. Field narrates entertainingly his 
summer trip over the Canadian Pacific rail- 
road, then to Alaska, and back by way of the 
Northern Pacific and Yellowstone Park. He 
went as a guest of the Canadian transconti- 
nental road from Montreal to Vancouver, and 
hence had special opportunities for enjoying 
the beauties of the route. From Victoria he 
took the usual Alaskatrip by steamerto Sitka 
and Glacier Bay and on h s return took in the 
wonders of the Yellowstone Park. The trip 
has been described by others, but one can find 
himeelf well repaid by reading Dr, Field’s book, 
which is throughout bright and entertaining. 

Under the special circumstances of his trip 
the author naturally sees the British North 
American institutions in the most favorable 
light. No one need doubt his patriotism, but 
there are facts that do not so favorably im- 
press an Americun, especially as regards En- 
giish policy and performances on the north- 
west coast in the past andat the present time, 
which were evidently not very prominently 
set before him. One fact, however, is noted, 
which is au interesting commentary on the 
much be-praieed Indian policy of the Cana- 
dian Government, the inigration for the sake 
of their religion of the civilized Metlakahtla 
Indians from the Queen’s dominions to 
Alaska, which wiped out the one redeeming 
feature of the English dealings with the. abo- 
rigines of the Northwest coast. The book is 
handsomely illustrated. and is an elegant ad- 
dition to the current popular literature of 
travel. (Our Western Archipelago. By Henry 
M. Field, with iliustrations. New York: 
Charles Seribner's Sons.) 


History of English Poetry. 

The first volume is received of “ A History 
of English Poetry,” by W. J. Courthope, M. 
A., who with the Rev. Mr. Elwin edited the 
latest edition of Pope. The first volume is 
devoted to the period from the Roman ocev- 
pation of England to the deciine of the Nor- 
man-French and the decay of Feudalism. An- 
other volume to be issued later will bring the 
work down to the era of Walter Scott. 
Whether the author’s intention is to continue 
his task hereafter to include the Victorian is 
not made plain, but it m ght well be so, since 
the Victorian age is now practically closed so 
far as poesy is concerned, and its records as 
distinctiy made up us those of the Augustan 
or the Elizabethan eras, The conception of 
the work entertained by the author requires 
him to pursue his account as far as practicable, 
as he regards the whole matter as an ensemble.

Legends of Florence, 


The legends of old Florence, that is to say, 
some of them, constitute an attractive vol- 
ume just issued and make pleasant and inter- 
esting reading. If folk-love be not accurate 
it is at least entertaining, Hut if history is 
* fiction agreed to,“ as said by Napoleon, 
why may we not put faith in these legends, 
handed down by word of mouth by genera- 
tions of story-tellers? It is not the good fort- 
une of all to go to Florence and investigate 
these things for themselves, and hence we 
must take many things for granted, among 
them the legends of superstitious peoples who 
believe in the gods of the air and the mount- 
ains and the fates which through malice or 
kindness decide men’s destinies. But what 
of that? Everything in this world must be 
taken for granted in the main, and when the 
author is good enough to intimate that he 
do*s not believe everything he bas written, 
although those who told him the stories were 
honest enough in their beliefs, we have noth- 
ing more to ask for. Mr. Charles Godfrey 
Leiand does not pretend to be a scientific his- 
torian. Should he set himself up as such his 
work would lose much of its charm and in- 
terest and dispel the romance 80 dear to the 
faacy of the reader of his tales. That these 
stories should afford pleasant reading ie 
enough. and it may be that when a journey is 
taken to Fiorence and proper investigation 
made in tne localities mentioned the tourist 
may become more than. half convinced that 
these old-time divinities really existed and 
that they really did those things of which they 
have been accused. Shades ot tne departed 
great and good may have cavorted in the 
pleasant groves and tantalized lovers and 
wreaked petty vengeances upon those they 
did not like, and then again perhaps nothing 
t the sort occurred at all. But then, what is 
the difference?

Capt. King, the military novelist, has writ 
ten another , full of love and adventure, 
of cavalry charges and touches of villainy, 
and small talk, and it will 
find many admiring readers. ‘Lhe scenes are 
laid in and around Fort Frayne in Wyoming, 
and while the story is very much like all the 
others Capt. King has written it is enjoyabie 
because it deals with garrison life in the 
army and treats of a world of which we know 
comparatively Mjttie. Capt. King does not 
hesitate to get in asly dig or two at the 
authorities who first goaded the Indian to the 
point of resistance and then sent the soldiers 
out to kill him, and the subsequent ingrati- 
tude of the same authorities, who allowed the 
soldiers to fight and die in a cause in which 
they had no rt. This, of course, is merely 
incidental to the story, which deals of 
happenings in a frontier post where the main 
divertisements are an occasional brush with 
the Indians, love-making, petty courte-mar- 
tial, and other things of a more or less stir- 
ring nature, It is quite a tribute to the au- 
thor’s power of imagination (coupled, of 
course, with an army experience out West of 
many years) thathe can get so good a story 
out of a four-company post in Wyoming, but 
he does it, and is not compelled to take any 
of his characters to Washington. There is 
more or less history in these stories, too, al- 
though the names of officers and posts are 
hidden, and there is more truth than fiction 
in that which Capt. Kimg writes about, and 
for that reascn they are worth reading, apart 
from the fact they are well told 
and interestingly put together. In Fort 
Frayne, which is the name of this book, one 
of the heroes is a member of the Seventh 
Regiment, N. G. S. N. V., and another is the 
son of a Colonel who is killed in an Indian 
fight; the villain is another son of the 
Colonel who turns out badly, enlists asa pri- 
vate in the regiment his father formerly 
commanded, makes lots of trouble, and is 
finally blown up in a powder explosion. The 
heroines are little chits who worry their man- 
ly lovers nearly to death and then marry 
them. They do not deserve such good luck, 
but the author thinks differentiy. (Fort 
Frayne. by Capt. Charles King, U.S.A. F. 
Tennyson Neely. ) 

Although the Roberts Bros.’ edition of 
Honoré de Balzac, transiatea by Miss Worme- 
ley, ie not yet finished a new series of tranala- 
tions has been started by Macmillan & Co., 
in connection with J. M. Dent & Co. of Lon- 
don. The first number is called The Wild 
Ass’s Skin,“ which can hardly be regarded as 
a happy rendermg of La Peau de Chagrin.“ 
Mr. George Saintsbury, the editor of 
this edition, who writes a general intro. 
duction (Ellen Mariage is the translator), 
says regarding the title: I hesitated 
tween * Piece of Shagreen’ and 
Wild Ass’ Skin’ for the title, but 
own remarks deeided me. The Magic Skin’ 
is very weak and The Skinof Shagreen’ hid. 
eous.”’ With all deference to Mr. Saints 
bury’s judgment, one fails to see why such 
prominence should have been given to the 
wild ass in the title. The talismanic potency 
of the piece of shagreen, rather than the fact 
that it was made from the hide of a wild ass, 
is what is most remarkable about it. The 
Piece of Shagreen,”’ which would have been 
tolerably literal, or The Talismanic Skin,“ 
which would have emphasized the element of 
magic in the story, would have been a more 
28285 English title than The Wild Ass’ 

in. 

One of the latest additions to Roberts Bros.’ 
prolific ‘*‘ Keynotes is The Girl from the 
Farm,” which pictures an erratic maiden 
with many views and a mission. She is the 
only daughter of a dean, old, weak, and 
speedily waxing blind. On leaving college 
she yearns for work, but only with extreme 
reluctance consents to fulfill herduty at home, 
Then she picks an unfortunate girl from the 
streets, bears her to the deanery, and, on her 
parents suggesting that her protégée would be 
more suitab.y housed in an institution they 
had been largely instrumental! in building, 
quits them most indignantly ; and, taking her 
companion with ber, seeks a career in town, 
Gertrude Dix. the author, is unhappy in the 
choice of a heroine who alienates sympathy 
and consequently minimizes interest. 

Told in the Pagoda,” by Mimosa (T. 
Fisher Unwin), is the title given by their 
writer to seven Burmese stories, of which by 
far the best is The Vigil of Mah May. 
Mah May is a little girl who keeps a cheroot 
stall in one of the densely populated streets 
of Rangoon. 

Mr. F. C. Philips, who some years ago at- 
tracted attention by writing As In a Look- 
ing Glases, is an English novelist whose ob- 
ject in life seems to be either to shock his 
readers or to cater to their brutality. He suc- 
ceeds in his latest novelette, which looks out 
at one from all the bookshop windows, It is 
called A Question of Color; but on ex- 
amining it one finds that it should 
be called a question of miscegenation. 
For such is the theme pure and simple. 
Mamie Bruton is a particularly mercenary 
Engiish girl who sends her affianced lover 
a broad to make a fortune before claiming her 
hand; and in his absence she weds a miliion- 
fire negro from whom her nature revolts. 
The union results more disastrously for the 
bridegroom than the bride and the former 
has the magnanimity after a brief honey- 
moon to commit suicide. He leaves a note- 
book recounting his matrimonial experi- 
ences. This hia widow, now wealthy, promptly 
dispatches to her jilted lover, expecting him 
on reading it to return and claim her. He 
has a spark of maniiness left after loving 
such a creature, for he consigns her to the 
„ bowwows —and that ends the unsavory 
book. Mr. Philips is to be thanked for one 
thing, and that is he does not invite the reader 
to examine the diary supposed to have been 
left by the unfortunate negro.

A MONTANA man who has ree interests 
in the silver mines ‘of Meagher County re- 
cently said that “ the best mines, where the 
finest silver is found, are working their full- 
est capacity,” and that a man is better off 
in Montana without work than he is here on 
poor pay. “ Montana is in as good shape 
now as any State in the Union.“ Why, then, 
should the people there demand to be made 
better off at the expense of all the nearly 
seventy millions in the United States who 
do not own or operate silver mines or work 
in them? 


It is stated that by means of processes 
which are a great improvement on those 
originally proposed the production of the 
new acetylene gas can be effected at a cost 
of $20 per ton of coal, and that the conver- 
sion may be made at that price in Chicago. 
That is equal to 61 per 1,000 feet for 20,000 
cubic feet of coal gas from the ton of coal, 
and is not cheap as compared with the cost 
of illuminating gas obtained in the usual 
way. If extra illuminating power can be got 
out of the coal and the lime which are sub- 
mitted to electric action to produce the 
acetylene it can only be obtained at the cost 
of an equivalent amount of force. So it is 
difficult to see how the new gas is going to 
benefit either the producers or the consum- 
ers of gas that is madé and distributed for 
consumption in the old-fashioned way. But 
there would appear to be room for its in- 
troduction as a transportable illuminant, 
since one gallon of the condensed gas is 
stated to be of. equal illuminating value as 
1,000 feet of the ordinary coal gas. The gal- 
lon of acetylene liquid would be as easily 
carried about as a gallon of refined rock oll, 
and give out more light, with perhaps far 
less danger to those using it, than exists 
where the refined petroleum is employed.

Some free silverites, mostly Populists, but 
with a sprinkling of Democrats, are in this 
city holding an unusually quiet conference.

When the Democratic party holds its con- 
vention next year and adopts an honest 
money platform the free silver Democrats 
will not leave their party and join the Pops 
or even join an organization whose sole creed 
is free silver. As bitter an advocate of 50- 
cent dollars as Senator Morgan of Alabama 
lets it be understood that no matter what 
his party does regarding the silver ques- 
tion he will stick to it. So while the 50-cent 
dollar men say they will wait till the two 
gréat parties have pronounced against free 
coinage and then will organize a new party 
and proceed to sweep the countiry, they 
know that is impossible. They are begin- 
ning to feel that their day is over. The hon- 
est money campaign of education has been 
too much for them. 


SOVEREIGN ATTACKS THE MONEY POWER 

For a long time Mr. Sovereign, the Grand 
Master Workman of the Knights of Labor, 
has been silent. That silence was ominous, 
for it did not mean that that well- salaried, 
stalwart champion of the rights of American 
labor had grown w eary and inert. It meant 
simply that he was concentrating his great 
mind on the problem how best to strike a 
deadly blow at that “money power” which 
Sovereign has pledged himself to trample 
under foot. 

He has not been brooding in vain. He 
wants “revenge,” and he has found out how 
to get it. The money power has stuck a 
dagger into the hearts of the people,“ and 
those multifarious hearts are strung upon 
that dagger like bits of bacon on a skewer. 
Therefore he is going—with the assistance 
ot the toiling masses—‘‘to stick a dagger into 
the hearts of the money power.“ Sovereign 
says he is “not entirely cold-blooded”—is a 
man and not a fish— and yet is determined 
to carry out his bloody threat. He cannot 
be blamed. A man with a dagger festering 
and rankling in his heart is not likely to 
pose as a humanitarian. It is not strange 
that Sovereign should have made up his 
mind to be the Brutus or the Charlotte Cor- 
day of America. 

The money power has many hearts, he 
says, but the one he proposes to pierce first 
is that of the ffational banks. They are the 
vipers, the vultures, the venomous vermin 
who are animated by a deadly hatred of sil- 
ver, the liberties of America, and the rights 
of man. 

The national banks are responsible for the de- 
struction (t the greenbacks, the payment of the 
bonds in coin, the funding acts, the demonetiza- 
tion of silver, and all the corrupt financial legisia- 
tion in this country for the last thirty years. They 
have boycotted and discriminated against every 
kind of money that promised relief to the debtor 
class and prosperity to the industrial masses. 
They aré boycotters of the most cruel and merci- 
less kind. They form a soulless combime that is 
responsible for the scarcity of money, low wages, 


and business depression. 
The dagger which is to be plunged into 


the heart of the national banks and stop the 
flow of the gold blood through their veins is 
the boycott. It is to be wielded by the 
Knights of Labor, the members of the 
Farmers’ Alliance, the Populists, free sil- 
verites, and by all workingmen, organized 
They are requested and 
urged, after the ist of September of this 
year, to accept no national bank billsin any 
of the ordinary transactions of business. 
Whenever one of these notes is tendered to 
a man by his employer in part payment of 
wages he must refuse to take it, saying: 
„The soulless monopoly which made this 
note has stuck a dagger in my heart. I do 
not like that sort of treatment, and I de 
not propose to encourage that monopoly by 
using its money and increasing its profits. 
Furthermore, that note is not a legal tender, 
and you cannot make me take it. Give me 
silver dollars.” 

Sovereign says that it is generally agreed 
that if only one person in a hundred boycotts 
these notes it will make the work effective, 
and depreciate them, and force the banks 
into a humiliating defense of their flat 
money.“ Perhaps they will go down on their 
knees to the Grand Master Workman and 
offer him millions if he will lift the boycott 
and save them from ruin. But he will spurn 
| ae glittering bribe and say., Die, villains, 
die! The boycotters are urged to be merci- 
less, and when the banks beg to be spared 
to reply to their prayers: “ The crime of 1873 
must be avenged.” 

Sovereign says: It will be argued that 
the boycott will disturh business and make 
money scarcer than it already is, and that 
| during these hard times the people ought to 


* | qreept any sort of money. He tells his fol- 


lewers tnat that argument must not be heed- 
‘ed. What matters a little interference with 
business? Such trifies must not stand in 


| met between the people on one side and the 
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sixty years ago.” If the people stand firm 
Sovere is sure they will win.

which have the mark of the beast on them. 
This isa great scheme and the Grand Master 
Workman is the only man capable of orig- 
inating it. Were it not for him and his 
brilliant ideas the laughter-loving erican 
people would have rather a dull time of it. 


THE “PRESS” GIVES BAD ADVICE. 

THE TRIBUNE said the other day that if, as 
seemed likely, the expenses of the govern- 
ment continued to be greater than its re- 
ceipts it would be the duty of Congress to 
provide additional revenue, and that the 
easiest and simplest way to do that would 
be to double the beer tax. For the President 
would sign such a bill, while he would not 
put his name to one increasing the customs 
duties of the Wilson-Gorman law. 

The New York Press says that such a 
suggestion on the part of a Republican news- 
paper is something very like the abandon- 
ment of a principle when it is vindicated 
and a victory when it is won.“ It says also 
that a Republican Congress ought not to 
adapt itself to the notions of a Democratic 
President,“ but that Cleveland should“ sub- 
ordinate his views to those of the people as 
manifested in the acts of the new Repub- 
lican majority.“ And the New York paper 
ends by saying: 

In no respect has the next House any obligation 
upon it to adapt its revenue legisiation to the 
views of Grover Cleveland. What he will or will 
not do with a tariff bill is no concern of Congress. 
The views it must heed are the.views of the peo- 
ple as expressed last November, and they are 
views diametrically opposite to Cleveland’s. If 
Mr. Cleveland chooses to disregard the people's 
plainly expressed will that is his lookout. But for 
the Congress which their will created to do so would 
be the next thing to treason. The restoration of 
protection is the immediate duty of Congress when 
it assembles. And nothing should be permitted to 
postpone the performance of that duty one day 
longer than is absolutely necessary. 

This is not practical advice. Admitting 


that the House ought to have its own way 
about revenue legislation, and admitting 
also that the President ought to bow to the 
will of the people, who condemned the Wil- 
son-Gorman law so unmistakably last No- 
vember, the fact remains that he will not do 
so. He will no more sign a bill to repeal that 
law than ex-President Harrison would have 
signed a bill to repeal the McKinley law if 
the House elected in 1890 had passed one 
and sent it to hi 

If more revenue is needed it is the duty of 
Congress to pravide it. If owing to the fact 
that the President has the veto power it 
cannot secure the adoption of the plan it 
deems the best-—in this case raising duties 
which are too low—then it must adopt the 
next best plan, which the President will not 
veto, provided of course that that plan in- 
volves no sacrifice of party principle. As 
the Republican party created the internal 
revenue system and maintained it while in 
power, it cannot be said with truth that 
there is anything unrepublican in a beer 
tax. 

The advice of the Press is not sound 
financially, because if it is followed there 
will be a deficiency of revenue. It is also un- 
wise politically, because if followed it makes 
a. new issue unnecessarily. That paper says: 
The restoration of protection is the imme- 
diate duty of Congress when it assembles.” 
Supposing the House does pass such a bill, 
and the Senate—which is by no means cer- 
tain—concurs in it, protection will not be 
restored thereby. Not a duty will be in- 
creased. For President Cleveland will veto 
that bill and it cannot be passed over his 
veto. Not a human being believes that he 
would sign it. 

But while protection would not be restored 
this is what would happen: Instead of the 
Wüson-Gorman law being the issue of the 
campaign the bill which the Republicans in 
Congress had passed would be. It is much 
safer to make the fight on the Wilson-Gor- 
man law, which the people have rejected 
once, than to permit that law to be shoved 
out of sight_and make the fight on some- 
thing else. The Democrats have made the 
issue and been beaten on it once. They 
would be well pleased if the Republicans 
were to change the question and say “ let us 
contend over the bill we have just intro- 
duced.” 

In 1888 the Democrats in the House got up 
the Mills bill. They knew it could not be- 
come a law, but they thought it would make 
a lovely platform for the campaign. They 
got badly beaten on an issue they were 
not obliged to raise. They would be de- 
lighted to see the Republicans commit a 
similar blunder. It is not necessary for the 
Republicans in the next House to draft a 
tariff bill to assure the country that they 
are in favor of protection. Every one knows 
they are. When the proper time comes they 
will revise the Wilson-Gorman law. To try 
to do so Lefore that time comes is to waste 
time and commit a | political blunder, 
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A BILL AGAINST BRIBERY. 

There is a law on the statute-books now 
under whieh any member of the General 
Assembly who receives a bribe, and the per- 
son who gives it to him, can be sent to prison 
for from one to five years. That same law 
also makes them liable to a fine of not more 
than $5,000. 

Representative Merriam has introduccd a 
bill to impose severer penalties. It provides 
that any person who gives or offers a bribe 
toa member of the Legislature,andany mem- 
ber who receives a bribe or asks for one, is 
punishable by imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary for not exceeding ten years, or by a 
fine of $5,000, or both. A corrupt legislator 


maker cannot be punished too severely. No 
one will think the penalties imposed by this 
bill are too harsh. But as no one has ever 
been eonvicted of legislative boodling, al- 
though it has been going on about ever 
since the State was admitted into the Union, 
it is not likely that boodling will cease if this 
bill passes. As has been stated, there isa 
law now to punish. bribery, but the trouble 
is that the bribers and the bribed are. not 
caught. 

There are two provisions in Col. Merriam's 
measure which are, in the abstract, proper 
enough, perhaps, but which are clearly un- 
enforceable. One of them is designed to 
abolish the venerable practice of log-rolling. 
If any member “gives or offers or promises 
to give any official vote in consideration that 
another member of the General Assembly 
shall give any such vote either upon the same 
or another question,” he may if found 
guilty be sent to the penitentiary for 
ten years and fined $5,000 and lose his 
office. If this bill were to become 
a law the member who said to a 
colleague, I will vote for your insane asy- 
lum if you will vote for my normal school,” 
would do so with the prison staring him in 
the face. Under this bill Mr. Lincoln could 
have been incarcerated for the log-rolling 
he did when in the Legislature to secure the 
removal of the seat of government to Spring- 
field.

may be imprisoned for ten years or fined 
$5,000, or both. Col. Merriam wants to pro- 
tect the members of the Legislature against 
intimidation and lying. He has seen Altgeld 


interfering with members to make them vote 


against one candidate for the Speakership 
and for another, and he has seen some of 
them succumb to the pressure. He wants 
such offenses punished, It is the case some- 
times that outsiders try to bulldoze mem- 
bers and also seek to deceive them, all which 
is very wrong. But it will be found exceed- 
ingly difficult to prevent it by law. Men 
who want to influence legislators will con- 
tinue to suppress the truth and to tell down- 
right falsehoods, and it will be impossible to 
convict them, The legislators must defend 
themselves against deceit, for no law can 
protect them. 

It follows, therefore, that if Col. Merriam’s 
measure should pass no great reform would 
result. The bribe-taker and bribe-giver 
would not disappear, and the evil practice 
of log-rolling would continue to flourish. 


THE “ LITTLE JOKER” TURNS UP. 

As the recount of the ballots in the Bel- 
knap-MeGann contest progresses all the al- 
legations made by the Republicans concern- 
ing the corrupt practices of the Democrats 
and so vehemently denied by the latter are 
being proved one by one. It is fortunate 
that this contest is conducted under a United 
States and not a State law. Had the latter 
been the case there would have been no ex- 
aminations of the ballots. The Democratic 
leaders would have gone to McGann and 
said: It will not do to allow those ballot- 
boxes to be opened. If they are some ofthe 
boys will get into trouble. You must tell 
your lawyer to use all the means of delay 
the law affords, so that this suit may drag 
along till your term is at an end and there 
is notning left to fight oVer.”’ 

But the law under which the ballots in the 
Third Congressional District are being ex- 
amined now is not as regardful of the feel- 
ings of Democratic “ fine workers as is the 
State law. And that is how the fraudulent 
practices of the judges and clerks for the 
Twentieth Precinct of the First Ward were 
brought to light. The Democrats who ran 
that poll did not pretend to count the ballots. 
They simply gave McGann the majority they 
thought he ought to have. If they had had 
any idea the contest was to be so close they 
would have given him a larger majority. 

It was charged last fall just before election 
that it was the intention of some of the 
Democratic judges to use a device called the 
“little joker for the purpose of nullifying 
Republican votes. This machine is a small 
rubber in the shape of a large X,“ meant 
to be fastened to the thumb with a bit of 
wax. The judge who is armed with one 
while handling ballots which do not have 

n “XX” mark in the circle at the head of 
the Democratic column quickly stamps an 
Xin that circle. Thereupon that ballot, 
having been marked apparently for two sets 
of candidates, is thrown out, and the man 
who cast it loses his vote. 

The Democrats said that there were no 
“little jokers and that the Republicans 
were simply crying fraud in order to be 
able to account for their impending defeat. 
And yet day before yesterday when the bal- 
lots cast in the Sixth Precinct of the Seventh 
Ward were examined it was discovered that 


they had been in the hands of some one who 


had a “little joker” and had decorated 
seven of the ballots with it. He must have 
been a Democrat, because the spurious ‘“X”’ 
mark was stamped in the Democratic circle 
in each instance. Of these mutilated ballots 
four were straight Republican ones, with 
an X“ in the Republican circle. Having 
been defaced thus the Republican candi- 
dates lost four votes. 

When the 335 ballots for the Twelfth Pre- 
cinct of the Seventh Ward were recounted it 
was discovered that McGann had been cred- 
ited with thirty-four votes too many and 
Belknap with six too few. That so great u 
mistake where the vote was sosmall was an 
unintentional one is difficult to believe, es- 
pecially as in about all the precincts where 
errors have been discovered the Democrats 
profited by them. 

This recount has had two good results. 
It has laid bare the different styles of elec- 
tion cheating practiced by the Democrats, 
and it has algo put a sudden end to their de- 
fense of the purity of last fall’s election and 
of the special election of 1893, when Hopkins 
was counted in. The mouths of Democratic 
leaders are shut just now. They have noth- 
ing to say about “ the sanctity of the ballot 
being violated.” But there are many Dem- 
ocratic bosses who are feeling happy be- 
cause the only votes to be recounted are 
those cast in the Third Congressional Dis- 
trict. There are precincts in other districts 
in which equally gross frauds were commit- 
ted which never will be exposed. 


DESIROUS TO DOUBLE THE TAXES. 

Senator Littler has introduced a bill for 
the assessment of property and the levy and 
collection of taxes.“ The title should be: 
“A bill to extort more money from tax-pay- 
ers for the support of tax-eaters.” The 
undisguised object of this measure is to 
multiply by about ten the present assessed 
value of property, while reducing the lim- 
itations on taxation only about three- 
fourths. 

According to the eulogistic description of 
one of its admirers it so reduces the limita- 
tions as to“ guarantee to the tax-payers low 
taxes Under any and all circumstances.” 
Not exactly. With the assessment what it 
is and the limitations what they are, Chica- 
go property will pay next year something 
like $25,000,000 for taxes. With a fair cash 
value assessment and the limitations of 
the Littler bill that property would have 
to contribute nearly fifty millions for the 
support of the city and county governments, 
the parks, the Drainage Board, etc, That 
much money would not be needed, but it 
would all be levied and expended, for niunic- 
ipal authorities always collect every cent 
they can. They have no difficulty about 
finding a use for it. It can be speut in pay- 
ings salaries, 

It is stated that this bill is favorable to the 
tax-payer in many respects. It benevo- 
lently gives him from January to May to 
pay his taxes in. But it will double the 
amount of his taxes, without adding a cent 
to the fund out of which he pays them. 
Nothing in this bill will make the property 
of Chicago any better able to stand a tax of 
fifty millions next year than it is to stand 
one of twenty-five millions this year. With 
their resources what they are and the Un- 
itations what they are, the tax-payers of this 
city are paying all they can afford to. If 
more were demanded for necessary pur- 
poses they might grumble and submit, but 
they will not submit when they know that 
more is not needed. | 

This bill would make it possibie also to 
double the bonded debt of the city and puta 
vast sum at the disposal of contractors. The 
Council would go wild over improvements.

No representajive of a Chicago con- 
stituency can afford to indorse such down- 
right robbery. 


THE DEATH OF STAMBULOFF. 


The celebrated ex-Premier of Bulgaria 


during his life was a history-maker. It is 
not unlikely that his tragic death will also 
add many important pages to history. As 
to the motives for his death there are two 
most conspicuous, It must have been either 
that it was the outcome of personal re- 
venges, for, like Bismarck, he was a man 
of blood and iron,“ or that it was the result 
of the plots of Russophiles who saw no pos- 
sibility of establishing Russian control while 
this indomitable hero and advocate of Bul- 
garian independence was living. Stambu- 
loff came to power when his country was 
passing from the brutality of Turkey and 
appeared likely to pass into the despotic 
control.of Russia. The late Prince Alexan- 
der, predecessor of Prince Ferdinand, who 
favored Bulgarian independence, and thus 
was hostile to Russian influences, it will be 
remembered, was kidnaped and carried off 
by Russians and subsequently resigned in 
disgust. Stambuloff was mainly instru- 
mental in securing the appointment of Prince 
Ferdinand of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, whom he 
believed to be friendly to the independence 
of Bulgaria. From the very moment of his 
advent to power Stambuloff worked for that 
independence with the most unpromising 
materials. The people of Bulgaria were ig- 
norant, poor, superstitious peasants, but he 
organized them, strengthened them, civil- 
ized them, and raised a comparatively pow- 
erful army from their ranks. He did even 
more than this. He set up a government 
and established relations with foreign pow- 
ers. He was a patriot of a high order. though 
his methods were often harsh. He rescued 
Bulgaria from Turkey on the one hand, and 
on the other for years checked the power 
of Russia and warded off her interference 
in Bulgarian affairs. He had but one object 
in view, that of an independent principality, 
acknowledging no obligation either to Czar 
or Sultan. He was far on the road to this 
accomplishment, and apparently having the 
sympathy of Prince Ferdinand, when that 
cowardly weakling yielded to the pressure 
of the powerful Russian political machin- 
ery, either through fear or dishonest and 
corrupt persuasions, and retired him from 
power. Ferdinand could not obtain Russian 
favor and Russia could not establish her in- 
fluence so long as Stambuloff was Premier. 
He was retired. Fearful that the people, 
with whom he was a favorite as their ad- 
vocate of national freedom, notwithstand- 
ing his harshness and brutality, would de- 
mand his recall to power, the Russophiles 
apparently have secured his assassination, 
and meanwhile the pusillanimous Ferdi- 
nand, amusing himself at Carisbad, ‘sends 
hypocritical and dastardly letters of con- 
dolence to the sorrowing widow of the great 
Premier. 

The tragic death of Stambuloff is a suf- 
ficient reply to those who have charged him 
with being brutal in his methods. It shows 
the character of the men with whom he had 
to deal and demonstrates that had he once 
weakened his hold upon the reins of power 
he would have paid the penalty with his life. 
As to. the effect his death must have time 
will soon show, for events will be likely to 
move rapigly. Already there are rumors 
that Ferdinand has abdicated and will re- 
main in Germany—a much safer place for 
him at present than Bulgaria. The national 
party would hold him responsible for Stam- 
buloff’s death. If it be true that he has re- 
tired the question of the succession wil! be 
an exciting one, as the Russians will un- 
doubtedly favor the proclamation of Ferdi- 
nand’s son as ruler under a Russian regency. 
Tf such an attempt should be made the war 
dogs will growl again and the whole Eastern 
question may be reopened, If it eventuates 
that Russia is responsible for the death of 
Stambuloff all Europe may rise and demand 
to know her policy in Bulgaria. A new 
epoch in Eastern Europe is beginning with 
the death of the hero of Bulgaria, who, 
single handed, freed her from Russian and 
Turkish dominion and would have kept her 
independent but for treachery and murder. 
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Tue free silverites are weakening. The 
general improvement in the business situa- 
tion, with a rise in prices unaccompanied 
by any advance in the quotation for silver, 
has knocked on the head one of their chief 
contentions. The people see that free 
coinage at 16 to 1“ is not necessary to re- 
turning prosperity, as has been claimed, 
and not a few of them now understand that 
most of the other assertions made by the 
free silverites are false and fraudulent. The 
agitators perceive this and are losing heart. 
They no longer believe themselves able to 
carry the Democratic party with them, or 
to succeed by aid of the Populist vote in 
forcing their nefarious scheme upon the 
country. Congressman Acklen stated to the 
„conference in this city that he does not 
now think the Democratic party will declare 
in its next national convention for “ the 
restitution of silver. He believes the party 
will declare for a gold standard or its equiv- 
alent in the next national convention. Prob- 
ably he is correct in this Gew, but he is ali 
wrong in ascribing the fact to what he calis 
the tremendous influence and power of the 
administration in riding roughshod over the 
true sentiment of the party.” Whatever 
that party may be there is growing 
reason to believe that the great majority of 
the people, irrespective of party, is in favor 
of honest money and “ dead set” against 
the semi-repudiation of national and private 
indebtedness and complete repudiation of 
national honor for which the free silver ex- 
tremists are agitating. Acklen told his hear- 
ers that the true policy of the silver people 
is to organize and be in readiness for sep- 
arate political action next summer. He 
would have done better to advise them to 
cease their foolish agitation, take their 
doll rags and go home,“ and there try to be 
decent citizens, instead of advocating a pol- 
icy of wholesale robbery and fraud upon all 
honest men in the United States, 


Ex-HEALTH COMMISSIONER REYNOLDS of- 
fered some suggestions Wednesday at the 
meeting of the Public Health committee of 
the Civic Federation of this city in regard 
to residences. He said the habitations of 
the people ought to be widely spread over 
the prairie and close to the ground, and not 
in dingy buildings of such great height as to 
dampen and darken the ground adjoining. 
It should be insisted that every living or 
sleeping room have an outlook to both earth 
and sky.“ That is hardly practicable in a 


literal sense in a big city like Chicago. It 


would mean residences of not more than one 


story in height, and greater cost per capita 
for lighting, proper drainage, and, water 


service. But it cannot be denied that over- 
crowding is one of the greatest evils of a big 
city, both in itself and in what it fosters, 
‘The worst offense in this respect is under- 
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building ‘having a ground area so large that 
many of its apartments are interior ones, 
having no direct communication with the 
outer air. It always is possible partially or 
completely to ventilate a room that has win- 
dows opening on the street, or even on an 
alley, and the construction of buildings with 
reference to this important fact could be 
enforced where it is not possible to regulate 
the number of persons occupying a single 
room for sleeping or waking residence. Re- 
form along these lines is practicable and de- 
sirable, while that which would involye a 
cutting down of our residences into build- 
ings of the shanty or barracks order may be 
fitly characterized as Utopian. N

HIS CHANCE IS POOR. 
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SENATOR BLACK BURN IS’ FIGHTING 
A LOSING BATTLE. 


Careful Review of the Senatorial Contest 


in Kentucky=—Biackburn Still Believes 
Free Silver Is a Winning Issue=—Gen. 
Buckner aed Congressman McCreary 
on a Gold Basis Are Forging Rapidly 
Ahead = Candidates Are Taking the 
Stump, a Novelty in the State. 
Frankfort, Ky., July 15,—[Special Corre- 
spondence, }—The question of who shall suc- 
ceed Senator Jo C. S. Blackburn in the United 
States Senate is being made the controlling 
issue ir the election of members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly in every county in this State. 
It would be difficult to finda more pictur- 
esque group than the three men who are mak- 
ing this fight before the people and practi- 
cally submitting meir claims to a popular 
vote of the people. 
Senator Blackburn isa man of the people, 
has perhaps the iargest personal following of 
apy public man in the State, and this is 


' strengthened by the support of the entire free 


coinage element, of which he is the sole rep- 
resentative. Gen. Simon Boliver Buckner, 
with a popular official and military record. 
while less in touch with the musses, person- 
ally has in this, asin all of his past poiitical 
Aspirations, an enthusiastic following weich 
makes him at once a formidable competitor 
fur the present Senator. Congressman James 
Bennett McCreary of Richmond, than whom 
there ii no more astute political organizer in 
the country and one of the most successful 
members of Congress [rom this State in re- 
cent years, has alto u large general support 
among th. politicians as well as in the masses, 
which indicates that his chances are at least 
equally as good as those of his competitors. 

The three candidates are themselves going 
before the peopie in person. and advocating 
their respective claims from the stump, a cus- 
tom heretofore unknown in this State, but 
made necessary by the manner in which the 
nomination of a Senator is practically being 
made. The effect of all this will be to keep 
the voters in a state of excitement for some 
time to come. 

Though less than a score of counties have 
made nominations so far the friends of Sena- 
tor Blackburn have evidently become censid- 
erably discouraged over the prospects in the 
galiaut fight be is makmg. The free gilver 
tide wif.ch set in fast and furious a year ago 
was the foundation upon which the Senator 
and his friends built, expecting a sweeping 
victory in this asin his last political race. 
Unopposed by anybody the free silver senti- 
ment seemed to have come to stay, 
and presuming it nad Senator Black burn threw 
doWn the gauntlet, forced his competitors 
to take the other side whether they desired to 
or not, and staked his chances for reélection 
upon the s€ccess of a proposed plank in the 
State platform indorsing the free coinage of 
the white metal at a ratio of 16 to 1. 
action on the money question was scarcely 
perceptible, so overwheiming had the silver 
ventiment been, when Gen. Buckner and Mr. 
McCreary both came out boldly for the Cleve. 
jaud and Carlisle policy and severe!y criticis- 
ing the stand taken by Senator Back burn. 

Meantime elections were heid in half a 
dozen counties in Mr. McCreary’s Congres- 
sional district. Senator Blackburn, as his 
opponents then predicted and us his friends 
now concede, made the mistuke of attempt- 
mg to carry these counties which it was al- 
ready a foregone conclusion Mr. McCreary 


would carry, on account of social and terri- 


toria! reasons, if not for political reasons.

Thon came upon the scene John Griffin 
Carlisle, Secretary of the Treasury, the free

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ENGLAND’S NEW WESTEEN GIBRALTAR. 


The New Fortress Secretly Built on the 
Straits of Fuca, 

Victoria. July’ .6.—|Seattle Post-Intelli- 
gencer.|—Within a year it is confidently ex- 
pected che Straits of Fuca will echo the music 
of the shore guns at Esquimalt, Great 
Britain’s new and most ‘nodern line of 
defeuscs at the southern extremity of Van- 
couver Island. Never has a military under- 
taking in time of profoundest peace been 
prosecuted with stricter secrecy than the con- 
struction of these fortifications, and all that 
the Victorians know about the marvelous 
system of protection at their doors might be 
told in a few brief patagraphs—that the new 
farts are designed for stern work, not for 
display; that their armament will be the 
most modern and best in the world; that 
submarine mines and torpedoes are a prom!'- 
nent feature: that the forts are located 
soinewhere in the bowels of the earth be- 
tween Point Macauley and Esquimalt naval 
yard; that the magazines are stocked for 
siege if necessary, and that the work of con- 
struction is now nearly accomplished, that of 
equipment has begun. 

At present the subaqueous mines are being 
placed in position at the entrance to E-qui- 
malt Harbor and in the Royal Roads, and the 
point is beginning toagain assume wore of 
the appearance of a weil-oraered military 
barracks and less that of a great mining camp. 

Readers of the Post-Iatelligencer were, 
when the work commenced. given an idea of 
the plan of fortification—a system of great 
tunnels and ordnance rising ‘therefrom on 
giant elevators hydraulicaily operated; the 
guns visible and exposed only in the briet mo- 
ment required to sight and fire them. This 
general pian has been faithfuly carried out, 
and the topography of the point as viewed 
from. the water has in conscquence changed 
considerably. The hili has disappeared, and 
hundreds of tons of earth and rock from the 
excavations have filled in the miniature va'- 
ley. How the forts look from tne shore none 
can say save the uncommunicative officers in 
charges for in the last two years the scene of 
operations has night and day been surrounded 
by a line of sentinels, to pass whoin nothing 
less than an order from the imperial War O1 
tice was required. The workmen, too, have 
been changed about, so that it would be im- 
possible for any of them, exen should he feel 
so inclined, to disclose the secrets of the 
stronghoif. And not even the highest offi- 
cers of the resident militia ‘have as yet been 
admitted within the sacred precincts Sounded 
by that faithfui sentry line. 

Now that the greater part of the work of 
construction is over it is probabie that less 
secrecy will be exercised, but at no time can 
the general public hope to gain admittance 
to the forts as they do to the warshivs. They 
are not established for the gratification of 
sightseers. 8 s 

One certain indication that the fortifications 
are rapidly approaching completion is that 
the first insta lwent of armament is to leave 
England this month, to be foilowed at inter- 
vals during a year or more by other important 
shipments. Another is that the wives and 
children of the resident garrison have com- 
menced.te arrive irom the old country and 
take possession of the married men’s quar- 
ters. And still a third sign is found in the 
recent special visit of Gen. Herbert, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the British forces in Can- 
ada, and his departure for England im- 
mediately tnereafter to report. 

It is not thought likely that any large adii- 
tions will be made to the permanent forces of 
Royal Marine Artillery and Royal Engineers 
under Col. Rawstorne and Maj. Muirhead re- 
spectively. The force of 200 or 300 at pres- 
ent in possession of the barracks will be quite 
sufficient to keep the place in order in peace- 
ful days, and should war at any time cast its 
shadow over the land the British Columbia

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BIG COMBINEIN PAPER 


MAKERS OF NEWS ROLLS TO FORM 
A TRUST. 


Scheme Which Involves an Outlay of $30,- 
000,000 Formulated by Eastern Men- 
They Pian to Buy All tho Large Plants 
and Operate Them Under One Manage- 
ment=A Number. of Heavy Manufact- 
urers Indorse the Project=Prices Will 
Not Be Advanced. 


Some of the largest paper manufacturers 
in the country, representing about three- 
fourths of tne total output of the rolls used 
in the newspaper business, have been at work 
several weeks trying to perfect the details of 
a combine of the several companies in one 
big corporation. While many dealers and 
consumers have knowa for some time that 
such a deal was contemplated, interested 
parties denied the rumor until yesterday, 
when it was practically admitted the plan 
would probably be carried tnrough. 

The deal involves at least $30,000, 000 and 
possibly several millions more, By the plan 
proposed the millsareto be purchased out. 
right by the new concern and the prices paid 
will be as nearly uniform as possible, but will 
be graded according to the equipment of the 
various plants. The average price will be 
about $20,000 for each ton of daily produc- 
tion. Piants equipped with modern machin- 
ery will get tne best rating, while the smaller 
oues, using ready-made raw material, will be 
apprarsed lower. 

According to the promotors of the plan the 
prices of paper will not be advanced. They 
say the only object in the consolidation is to 
save money in putting their product on the 
market. With a central office and branches 
in the laryer cities the total output can be 
marketed at an estimated saving of $5 a ton. 

William 4. Russell, President of the Mon- 
tague Paper company of Massachusetts, is 
the prime mover in the project, and has held 
numerous conferences with prominent paper 
manufacturers in New York and Boston. The 
question has been widely discussed and met 
with favor everywhere. The total daily out- 
put of the country is suid to be about 20,000 
tons and of this amount nearly one-half is rep- 
resented by the concerns already supporting 
the centralization”’ plan. The movement has 
been worked up almost exclusively in New 
York and New England, and members of the 
Western Manufaciurers have not yet been ap- 
proached on the subject.

The Silver Currency, 

Chicago, July 18.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
One is constantiy met in discussing the currencv 
question ‘with the assertion that our silver coin is 
legal tender only to a limited amount, that it is 
not a full legal tender, and that the action of 
Congress in taking from it its legal tender char- 
acter has been largely instrumental in lowering 
the price of silver. Wiil you please state: First 
—To what extent is our present silver currency, 
including siiver certificates, legal tender in pay- 
ment of debts and by what law (. e., what sec- 
tion of the statutes) is this provided for? Second 
—What amount have we in circulation at the 
present time each of silver coin and siiver certifi- 
cates? J. L. GASSMER. 

1. The silver dollars and the Treasury notes 
are a legal tender, the former made such by tke 
act of Feb. 28. 1878. and the latter by the sec- 
ond section of the act of July 14. 1890, The sil- 
ver certificates, while receivable for customs dues 
and taxes, are not a legal tender, but the silver 
doliars they represent and which are obtainable 
forthem are. Nor would anything be added to 
the value of the certificates by making them a 
legal tender. If they were such and the silver 
dollars they represent were not kept at par with 
gold and allowed to fall to their bullion value 
the certificates would fall along with them. 

2. There were in circulation July 1 silver cer- 
tificates to the amount of $319,700,000, 8119. 
900,000 in Treasury notes, and about $55,000,- 
000 in silver dollars. 


Intent of the Act of 1792. 

St. Louis, Mo., July 17.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.}—There is a point of some bearing, it seems 
to me, on the Horr-Harvey controversy as to the 
intent of the act of 1702, as regards the single or 
double money unit, which I have not seen made. 

The gold dollar was first coined in 1849, follow- 
ing an act of that year providing for the coinage 
of daublo eagies and one dollar gold pieces. The 
act is one of few words, and the whole provision 
respecting the one dollar gold coin is that it shall 
be made equal in valuqto one dollar or unit.“ 
No weight is speelfle& It is understood, of 
course, that there never was any enactment of the 
coinage ratio of 16 to 1. It is simply tne propor- 
tion which obtains between the specified weight 
of pure metal in gold and silver coins of equal 
value. My query is: li, as Harvey holds, the 
oniy unit or doliar” was 3714 grains pure sil- 
ver, what weight of gold must the mint put in 
the gold one dollar coin under the act of 1849? 

Surely. according to the Harvey gospel, the 
only proper thing to do to make the god coin, as 
directed, *‘equal to one dollar or unit, would be 
to put into it the commercial equivalent in gold 
of 371K grains silver (Harvey s sole unit or dol- 
lar); or. in other words, consulting the market 
prices of gold and silver at that time, about 23% 
grains pure gold. 

History, of course, records that no such fool 
thing was ever suggested. The dollar was eoined 
with 23.2 grains pure gold, since nobody ques- 
tioned then that a specific weight of gold by the 
laws of 1792, 1834. and 1837 had been made “a 
unit or dollar” quite as much as 371% grains of 
pure silver. S. D. MERTON.

The 
most severe fast is that of Lent, which lasts seven 
whole weeks. Then, on the 30th of June, is the 
fast of St. Peter, which lasts two weeks, and is 
observed by some persons for four weeks. From 
the Ist to the 15th of August, the fast of St. 
Mary, and Christmas is preceded by a forty days’ 
fast. Apart from these lengthy fasts every Fri- 
day and every hah yon throughout the year 
is held to be a fast day. Fasting in Servia is no 
mere change of diet; it means real abstinence 
and privation. At Pirot this fasting has assumed 
such serious r as to constitute a grave 
medical problem and a na al danger, for it 
affects seriously the health of the population, 
the strength and fighting capabilities of tne 
soldiers. The medica: men reckoned that. on the 
whole, halt the days in the year wore fast days. 
This means that for some six months in the year 
the population of Pirot and neighborhood is only 
fed bread, raw onions, and raw vegetables. No 
cooking is done; not a morsei of meat is allowed.

The hearing of arguments on the motion for an 
an injunction made by the Union Stock-Yards and 
Transit company restraining the city from tear- 
ing up its tracks on Fortieth street occupied Judge 
Adams’ attention the whole of yesterday. Attor- 
ney Herrick, for the company, held the floor the 
entire time with the exception of a few minutes 
devoted to offering some documentary evidence. 
The speaker opened with an extended review of 
the early history of the line and the granting of 
the franchise. Following this he took up and 


„attacked the main points on which the city bases 


its’ proposed action of removing the tracks. 
Touching the objection by the city that the Hyde 
Park records did not show that the company held 
a right of way, the speaker argued that the whole 
action of the village before annexation and the 
city since that time implied that right. He held 
that the absence of record should not bear weight 
so long after the granting of the franchise, when 
the conduct of the village from that time to the 
date of annexation so plainly recognized its ex- 
istence. In support of this he cited a case at the 
time of the Chicago fire in which the records were 
destroyed. In this case the court had held the 
record was not absolutely necessary under the 
circumstances. The case will be resumed this 
morning. “Assistant Corporation Counsel Dupuy, 
aided by ex-Judge Trumbull and Attorney Ham- 
line, represents the city. Attorneys Herrick, 
John H. Wilson, and Mr. Meagher appear for the 
railway company.

Women of India. 

Mrs. Annie Besant’s observations of 
women in India, during a recent visit to thet 
country, led her to thinK them very intelli- 
gent, and while their standards and methods 
of education differ materially from those in 
other countries, according to their own esti- 
mate of learning, many of the women are 
highly educated, says the New York Sun. 
Reading and writing are not a part of their 
education, however, as all their knowledge 
is acquired from Pundits,“ who go from 
house to house every week to give oral in- 
struction in philosophy and literature to the 
entire household, so the memory is wonder- 
fully strengthened by this process of train- 
ing the mind quickly to grasp and retain all 
the information entirely independent of 
books for reference. 

Indian women are peculiarly simple and 
childish in character, yet very different from 
Europeans of the sameclass. Northern and 
Southern India, says Mrs. Besant, are two 
distinct ‘countries in all the laws and cus- 
toms which affect women. In the north the 


look upon any publicity as an outrage, while 
in the south their position is quite different;

society. Mothers and grandmothers have 
great influence and authority in the family 
and home life, and in outside affairs as well, 
for an Indian will not act in a public mat- 
ter against the advice of either one. In 
Southern India very young children are 
married, and if the infant husband dies, his 
youthful widow can never marry again.
